NOTES OF THE EUROPEAN WAR. 

Dr. Boigey, of France, having observed the develop- 
ment of contagious diseases in a detachment at the front 
during the year 1915. has noted that notwithstanding 
fatigue, overcrowding and unfavorable climatic condi- 
tions (damp cold, rains, fogs), the total of contagious 
diseases in this detachment was almost three times less 
than in time of peace. The figures for the year 1915 
show that there were 853 cases afflicted with five con- 
tagious diseases, says the Paris correspondent of the 
Journal of the American Medical Association. Accord- 
ing to medical statistics for similar forces of the army 
in time of peace, the mean annual number of cases of 


contagious diseases admitted to the military hospitals 
would have been 2,157 cases. In spite of the extreme 
contagiousness of measles and scarlet fever, they did 
not spread among troops bivouacked. or camping in the 
war zone in makeshift shelters where there was the 
utmost overcrowding. Dr. Boigey attributes this rela- 
tive immunity to life in the open air and to the hyper- 
oxygenation. Except for one epidemic episode of mumps 
which occurred in November in a camp near the front, 
it seemed to Dr. Boigey that repeated contact did not 
possess the importance usually attributed to it in the 
communication of contagious diseases. ‘These facts lead 
even the most sceptical to believe that predisposition 
plays the most important réle in this matter, and that 
the pathogenic seed, however abundant and however 
virulent, will not germinate in an inappropriate soil. 

Gabriele d’Annunzio, the poet, has been promoted’ to 
a captaincy in the Italian army for bravery in an attack 
on Oct. 10-11. He was also recommended a_ second 
time for the silver medal for valor. D’Annunzio was 
commissioned as lieutenant in the airplane corps at 
the outbreak of the war. 

How Oxford University is put to military uses is thus 
described by the Manchester (England) Guardian: “All 
the colleges are, without exception, under some form of 
military occupation. Some colleges are full of cadets, 
others (and the majority) of aviators; one college is 
accommodating convalescent soldiers, another hospital 
nurses; another, again, is also providing married quar- 
ters for officers—so much has the unusual become usual. 
The freshmen will include seven Serbian refugee 
students, who will be going into residence at Balliol, 
New, Magdalen, Christ Church, Merton, St. John’s and 
Jesus Colleges, respectively. The remainder of the 
Serbian boys at Oxford (reduced to forty) are moving 
from Wycliff Hall to a smaller house; eight of these 
will be registered as forestry students at the university, 
the rest having been placed at different Oxford schools, 
including St. Edward’s School, Magdalen College School 
and the High and Day Technical Schools.’ There will 
be fewer than fifty freshmen at the university this year 
in addition to the American Rhodes scholars. 


By °the destruction of the German Zeppelin L-33 on 
the coast of Essex, England, a few weeks ago, the Brit- 
ish have gained some valuable information concerning 
their construction. While in her descent to the ground 
the Zeppelin was crumbled up beyond any possibility of 
repair, the main outlines’ of construction were easily 
recognizable. ‘“We know,” says the Army and Navy 
xazette, of London, “the material of which L-33 was 
composed, we know her length, her greatest breadth and 
her formation—the lines, in fact, on which she was built; 
we know all about her gondolas, what they contained and 
how they were connected; where were housed the con- 
trols, the telegraphs and the bomb-switches; we know 
all that is worth knowing about her engines,.her pro- 
pellers, the amount of oil she carried and consumed, and 
the details of her armament in guns and bombs are 
equally well known. We may consequently assure the 
Germans that we should have no difficulty whatever in 
reproducing and even in improving upon their latest 
Zeppelins, were we as confident as the Germans seem to 
be—a confidence which has doubtless lately declined— 
that they are of real utility for land warfare; while we 
can hardly believe that our enemies seriously entertain 
the idea that the manning and navigation of these mam- 
moths would present difficulties which would not be very 
quickly and successfully overcome.” 

The loss of: the old French battleship Suffern, which 
left port on Nov. 24, 1916, for the French naval station 
of Lorient. in Brittany. is announced by the French Min- 
ister of Marine. She has not been -heard of since she 
left port and all who were on board are considered lost 
with the ship. The Suffern displaced 12,750 tons. Her 
normal complement was 730 men. She was 410 feet long 
and seventy feet of beam, and was laid down in 1899. 
She was armed with four 12-inch, ten 6.4-inch and eight 
4-inch guns, twenty-two 3-pounders and four torpedo 
tubes. She was injured during the bombardment of the 
Turkish forts at the Dardanelles and was sent back to 
Toulon for repairs. A German official dispatch of Dee. 
20, says the Suffren was torpedoed by a German sub- 
marine on Nov. 26, off Lisbon.

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SELECTION IN THE NAVY. 


Expressing his objections to the plan of voting on the 
personal selections for Navy promotions, for the reasons 
urged by others whose letters have been published, a lieu- 
tenant of the Navy says: “Who, in time of peace, can 
presume to say who are the officers that will make good 
in time of war? For example, how many would have 
selected Grant or Farragut before the Civil War; how 
many of the commanders that started the present war are 
in command to-day? In time of peace men should be 
selected by seniority anyway, unless they have done some- 
thing extraordinary or rendered some special service 
which all recognize; the only case that I know of de- 
serving any such special consideration, in our Service at 
present, being Captain Sims; officers should not be passed 
over for selective promotion unless they have done some 
thing especially bad, which all will likewise know. 
This sort of selection will give recognition to the spe- 
cially deserving, will condemn the manifestly unfit and 
will not fill the top of each grade with a lot of good 
officers naturally discontented because they have been 
passed over for no known reason.” 

Concerning the confidential vote on the subject of se- 
lection by officers of the Navy, Capt. Roger Welles, 
U.S.N., commanding the U.S.S. Oklahoma, says: “I de- 
sire to be put on record as emphatically and unalterably 
opposed to any such procedure. I believe if this were 
permitted in the Service it would so adversely affect 
discipline that the efficiency of the fleet would be seri- 
ously lowered. I can think of nothing that would be so 
subversive of discipline as a vote cast by junior officers 
upon their seniors. It is well known that, in the British 
service, discipline has been seriously affected by the 
same procedure, officers in tommand refraining from 
disciplining their juniors because they courted popularity 
in order to get the votes of their juniors. In my opinion, 
the Board of Admirals are quite capable and qualified 
in every way to pass upon officers for promotion, and 
should go into the board room absolutely free from any 
prejudices which the knowledge of such a vote as you 
suggest would produce.”

We are surprised to find the New York Sun in its 
article on the “Submarine Line of American Defense,” 


. appearing in its issue of Dec. 19, placing its faith, for 


adequate defense against invasion of this country, upon 
“defensive submarine power: a sufficient force of ade- 
quate submarines to make oceanic transportation on that 
vast scale a doubtful enterprise.” -Is-not the submarine 
development of the German navy quite up to the utmost 
expectation of anything that we might look for from an 
economical Congress? Has it prevented the transporta- 
tion to the soil of France, and elsewhere within the radius 
of belligerency, millions of soldiers from the British Isles 
and British oversea colonies, and the transportation of 
Russian soldiers to the soil of France? Whatever amount 
of destruction the submarines have accomplished they 
have not prevented the movement of troops by sea or 
the movements of British commercial vessels; and what 
they have accomplished has been at the expense of some 
fifty to seventy German submarines captured or sunk. 
Of the principal classes of British warships, submarines 
have only sunk four battleships and ten cruisers of dif- 
ferent classes. As a matter of percentages this loss was 
comparatively insignificant. No transports bearing an in- 
vading army would come within reach of our shores until 
the foreign vessels of war had cleared the way for them. 
The chief successes of German submarines have been in 
the destruction of unarmed vessels that they could ap- 
proach, without incurring the risks attendant upon the 
attempt to surprise an alert vessel of war maintaining a 
most vigilant outlook to prevent being’ approached un- 
awares. 





The American naval expansion program was the sub- 
ject of a lecture delivered recently before the Japanese 
Defense Association by Commander Sosaburo Takahashi, 
a nfiember of the Naval staff board, according to cor- 
respondence printed in the Boston Transcript. The 
newspapers quote Commander Takahashi-.as expressing 
the opinion that the much-talked-of American-Japanese 
war was illusory and a matter of impossibility, but as 
holding that it was a greater illusion to take an optimis- 
tie view of America’s policy of. preparedness. ‘The 
speaker thought it dangerous to take an easy view of 
American naval expansion and emphatically laid stress 
on the importance of the expansion of the imperial navy 
with a view to keep in pace with American. prepared- 
ness. Commander Takahashi dwelt upon the speedy 
construction of American warships and the activity of 
American shipbuilders. He referred to the positive de- 
fense measuers being elaborately worked out by the 
United States in the. Pacific and the Philippines, together 
with an extensive plan to complete conimunications be- 
tween the American possessions in the Pacific. 


— 
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Secretary of War Baker, addressing the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science, in Philadel- 
phia, on Dec. 16, said that America has learned from 
Europe that war is a new thing, and that she may get 
into it. Declaring that the United States by preparing 
against the invasion of its rights had no idea of ag- 
gressiveness, Mr. Baker said that this country has 
grown more ideal in its attitude toward other nations. 
“If the great~test and sacrifice should come to us. we 


would find ourselves adequately prepared. Although 
America is for peace, there are some prices that are 
too high,” he said. ‘We've learned the necessity of 
military training; that modern warfare involves enor- 
mously larger forces in proportion to the population; 
that it means a complete abstraction of men of all 
classes fronr occupations and business. We've learned 
that much depends on the success with which the popu- 
lation can be mobilized industrially to support the life 
of the nation and its armies.” 





Former Secretary of War Jacob M. Dickinson issued 
the following public statement in Washington, on Dee. 
13, in favor of universal military service, according to 
the Conference Committee on National Preparedness: 
“Unless we are to throw up our hands and confess our- 
selves at the mercy of other nations, we must have com- 
pulsory military service—universal military service, if 
you please,” declared Judge Dickinson. “The events of 
the ‘last year have demonstrated, I should think to the 
satisfaction of every one, that the present military sys- 
tem of the United States is a failure. We cannot de- 
pend on the National Guard or the volunteers. Before 
I went into the War Department I believed universal 
military service was a good thing; after my experience 
at the head of the department, I became convinced that 
it was necessary, and I think the present government is 
about convinced of it. Compulsory service is the only 
solution of the problem of preparedness. I. have not 
thought out in detail what, in my judgment, would be 
the best plan to follow in placing the country on a com- 
pulsory basis, but a-plan by which every citizen should 
be made to bear his burden of defense is necessary. Of 
course such a system presupposes the training of the 
youth of the country. A sufficient training to give every 
able-bodied male citizen education as a soldier. is de- 
sired. We certainly have had an object lesson of the 
failure of the National Guard and the volunteer service 
as a means of defense.”

The extensive building program planned by our Navy 
Department causes the London Times to make this edi- 
torial comment. “Several things are proved by the 
program of the United States Navy. In the first place 
it is evident that the American authorities do not con- 
sider the submarine to be so powerful as to render 
surface ships unnecessary The submarine and other 
factors have made it imperative that surface vessels 


shall possess a high speed. High speeds can be ob- ° 


tained. in small vessels only by the sacrifice of offen- 
sive and defensive powers, but the naval actions of the 
war have proved that first-line ships must be well armed 
and well protected. To embody all three elements in 
one ship—that is, great speed, heavy ‘gun power, and 
effective protection—the size must be made greater 
than previously, and the future will probably see larger 
and larger ships built at greater and greater cost. Many 
people have hoped that the-war would have the effect 
of reducing the sums spent on naval construction, but 
there would seem to be little ground for such hopes, 
since the European nations will be obliged to build at 
least to keep pace with the American Navy. There is 
no indication of any decrease in the number of ships, 
and,.on account of the high cost of the individual units, 
little prospect of any appreciable- reduction in naval 
estimates.”

American sea-coast cities, both on the Pacific and 
Atlantic, will be made safe from any hostile naval attack 
now known within the coming twelve months, Major 
Gen. E. M. Weaver, Chief of the Coast Artillery, U.S.A., 
on Dec. 18, told the House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee: “Our coast defenses will be able. to protect amply 
all cities we are charged with protecting, and stand off 
any naval attacks we can now conceive of,’ General 
Weaver said, adding that, “within the year 30,000-yard 
range guns—out of sight range—will be installed at the 
few coast defense stations not now possessing them. The 
new coast defense at San Francisco will be equipped 
with 16-inch, 30,000-yard range guns,” he_ stated. 
“Among the preparedness measures for coast defense 
under contemplation by the General Staff,” General 
Weaver. said, “are railway mounts for mobile big guns. 
These guns can be fired from the trucks and transported 
to strategic points along. the coast on the ordinary rail- 
road track.”

The plebiscite, held in Denmark, on Dec. 14, on the 
question of the sale of the Danish West Indies to 
the United States, resulted in 283,0C0 votes being cast 
in~favor of the sale and 157,900 against such action.

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That the Aviation Section of the U.S. Army .is.be- 
ginning to get actual results from its efforts to impreve 
airpldnes, was testified to by Mr. Henry Souther, one 
of the two civilian experts in motor engines. attached 
to. the War Department, before the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee. “There are machines flying to-day,” 
he said, in response to an inquiry as to whether they 
had gotten a motor that could-run over three hours and 
be reliable, “in the Ist Aero Squadron at Columbus 
N.M., that do fly continuously for five and six hours.” 
He also said, as an illustration of the improve- 
ments in the Regular Army’s motors, that at Columbus, 
where the machines fly forth from General Pershing’s 
headquarters every day, there are no serious breaks in 
the machines nowadays.

the Winthrop High Schools, and have started to 
raise funds for the pay of an Instructor. "They have 
requested the co-operation of Major Ashburn, and have 
taken occasion to make it plain to him that the results 
obtained by him with the Massachusetts recruits were so 
extraordinary in regard to improvement in general train- 
ing, manliness and soldierly qualities, that they ‘seek 
to have their own ‘young men similarly benefitted.

A PLAN TO REGULATE ARMY PROMOTION. 


The ArMy AND Navy JourNAL has been requested to 
give an opportunity for a referendum vote on a suggested 
plan for the separation of promotion from. organization 
in the Regular Army. Our columns are open to a dis- 
cussion of the plan, and all officers of the Army, whether 
subscribers to. the JOURNAL or not, can answer the ques- 
tions given further on to express their views at an early 
date. As votes are received they will be counted, and 
the results given. from time to time. The names of 
voters will be held confidential. 


THE PLAN. 

That hereafter officers. commissioned: in-any grade in 
the. Army of the United States below that of Colonel 
shall be promoted on the completion of the following 
total years of commiissioned service on the active list; 
to the rank of ‘First Lieutenant after four years of 
service; to the rank of Captain after nine years;. to 
the rank of Major after nineteen years; to the rank 
of Lieutenant Colonel after twenty-four years; and 
after twenty-seven years to the rank of Colonel. 

In estimating length of service, credit shall be given 
for commissioned service on the active list of the Regu- 
lar Army, the Volunteers, the Navy and the Marine 
Corps, and in the case of officers of the Medical Corps 
for service in the Medical Reserve Corps on the active 
list. Provided, that. no credit shall. be given for time 
lost through. failure on examination for promotion or 
through sentence of court-martial. ‘ 

That officers of the Medical Corps, Dental Corps‘and 
Chaplains shall be credited-with four years’ construe- 
tive service for all promotions—Chaplains, Dental Sur- 
geons and Veterinarians not to. be promoted beyond the 
grade of Major. q ge paw 

That officers of the permanent staff corps‘ or-depart- 
ments originally appointed to the Regular Army ‘in such 
Corps or Departments to a grade above that of Second 
Lieutenant shall be credited with the constructive service 
required to reach such grade ‘or original appointment, 
such constructive ‘service to include any prior service 
in the Volunteers, the Navy or Marine Corps. 

That officers retired, and thereafter restored to the 
active list shall be credited with the constructive service 
necessary to reach the grade to which restored, such con- 
structive service to include any prior active service. 

That the Président may assign officers to command 
and duties in such manner as the exigencies of the -ser- 
vice demand, subject to the ‘rules of seniority and the 
laws affecting detached service, avoiding, as far as prac- 
ticable, the assignment of an officer of one arm of ‘the 
service to another arm. : : 

That officers in excess of the number otherwise auth- 
orized for the grades to which they belong shall be :as- 
signed to the duties heretofore performed by officers 
on the lists of additional and ‘detached officers, and for

BUREAU OF CONSTRUCTION AND REPATR. * 
In his annual report Chief Constructor David Ww. 
Taylor, U.S.N., Chief of the Bureau of Construction 
and Repair, calls attention to the strain imposed upon 
his clerical force by the great increase in the volume of 
work due to the large building program inaugurated, 
and the. continued increase of the Navy.  Appropria- 
tions have not been increased to meet this increase. in 
work. The increase in cost of material, increased pay 
for labor, and the reduction of the hours of ‘work of 
employees considerably increase the cost of Navy. ves- 
sels.’ Difficulty is already experienced in obtaining- ma- 
terials of various kinds.-~ *” geet 
The .total amount appropriated for the fiscal year 
1916 was $26,895,803, and for 1917 the estimate was 
$72,499,787. A. shortage of twenty-four in the author- 
ized number of constructors is severely felt. The num- 
ber of. vessels constructed at nayy yards and their’ total 
value have increased. Several yards have had difficulty 
in pushing new construction without interfering with 
the work of repair and maintenance. inn 
In conjunction with the Bureau of Ordnance an ex- 
haustive series of experiments in the underwater’ pro- 
tectien of ships against attacks by mines and torpedoes 
has been carried out. Provision has been made for 
laying down ten of the fifteen distinct types-of vessels 
authorized. by. the three-year program. In designing 
them the utmost possible use has been made of such in- 
formation as was available as to war and naval develop- 
ments; also the results of experience gained in maneu- 
vers and exercises. The battleships will have unusually 
complete underwater protection. Scouts are to be pro- 
vided with a complete equipment for carrying, launch- 
ing and operating four hydroairplanes. The torpedo- 
boat destroyers will carry a very heavy battery, and 
will have-unusually large cruising radius. One of the 
800-ton submarines is to bé built at a navy yard and two 
by outside constructors. The gunboat~is of a type de- 
signed especially for a long-continued service in tropical 
waters. Battle cruisers mark a distinctly new type in 
the Navy .and will be. the largest and fastest armored 
vessels in the world. They have a displacement of $4, 
tons (about), are 850 feet long and ninety feet, éleven 
inches .broad,.and their extreme. speed is thirty-five knots.

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OPINIONS OF SCOTT AND WOOD AND BAKER. 


A sub-committee of the Senate Committee on Naval 
Affairs, on Dec. 18, listened to words of wisdom on the 
subject of National Defense, coming from the lips of 
Major Gens. Hugh L. Scott and Leonard Wood, U.S.A., 
the two men most competent to discuss this important 
matter by virtue of their professional knowledge and 
their thorough comprehension of the conditions we must 
meet as soon as the present war is ended. Both of these 
distinguished soldiers, the Chief of Staff, General Scott, 
and the senior Major General of the Army, General 
Wood, declared that no effective scheme of national de- 
fense could be built up on the Militia as a basis. 

Both said the nation needed a far larger force of 
trained men to give it security than it had ever before 
required, and they gave it as their opinion that the only 
democratic, economical, reliable, and effective way of 
obtaining such a force was through universal military 
service, in which the national burden would be equally 
shared by all citizens. General Wood laid stress on edu- 
cation in the responsibilities of citizenship and the phy- 


sical improvement to be secured by a common military 
training. } 

General Scott presented statistics to show how inef- 
ficient was the Militia force ordered to the border. It 
did not meet even the requirements of 192 hours’ train- 
ing provided by the Dick Bill. While criticising the 
inefficient Militia system, General Scott made it clear 
that this criticism did not involve a criticism of the 
members of the Guard, of whom he said: “In the ex- 
cellent spirit that imbues the majority of the members 
of this force as individuals, the willingness and desire 
to learn the duties of the soldier and the personal sac- 
rifices made by many in order to do so are displayed— 
the very best qualities existing in our American citizen- 
ship—and mark the members of the force as citizens 
who are willing to make some sacrifice in an endeavor 
to fit themselves for service in case of war. Because 
of the difficulty of differentiating men from the system, 
many fall into the error of praising the system when 
they mean the individuals that compose the force and 
others condemn the man when they really mean the 
system. While it would be difficult, perhaps, to praise 
the spirit of the officers and men too highly, the ex- 
perience of a century demonstrates that it is difficult 
to criticise too severely the system which commits the 
nation to reliance, in war, on untrained, undisciplined 
troops.” eee : 

General Scott presented a table of statistics compiled 
from the reports of the various inspectors from which 
we gather the following facts: Effective strength at 
present, 119,874; number with less than three months 
service, 20,964; between three and twelve months’ ser- 
vice, 21,610; number with one or more years, and less 
than three years’ service, 34,976; with three or more 
years’ service, 19,601; number without prior service, 
60,299; number not having had field service, 71,505 ; 
number who never fired before the call, 56,813; men 
with first-class marksmanship rating, or better, 19,202; 
rating less than first-class, 14,802. During the transi- 
tion from State. service to Federal service, 47,,600 men 
disappeared from the rolls. The 81,263 enlisted men 
with less than three months’ Organized Militia service 
were 63 per cent. of the total, and the other 37 per cent. 
represents only a partially trained force. Some value must 
attach to partial training obtained in the National Guard, 
but the disposition is to over-rate its value. Only 21 per 
cent. of a total of 90,817 were rated as first-clsss marks- 
men; 16 per cent. indifferent shots, and 23 per cent. 
were entirely untrained. He said: “Probably these per- 
centages may be taken as establishing rules which might 
be safely applied to the entire National Guard in the 
Federal service, about 150,000 men.” f 

The work of the sanitary inspectors of the Army is 
shown by the low percentage of the sick report (2.8 per 
cent.), which also demonstrates the efficient co-operation 
of medical officers and battalion commanders of the 
Militia. eS 3 

The great loss in effective strength at a critical time 
amounting to about 50 per cent. of the original strength, 
although compensated for in part by the transfer and 
enlistment of men credited with Militia service, seems 
enough to condemn the system created by the old Militia 
law as an effective means of making the Organized 
Militia a dependable force for war service. 

The demoralization of the Militia is shown by the 
fact that 21,884 men now in the Federal Service have 
failed to take the oath called for under the new Defense 
Act, in the large number of officers (about 450) re- 
signing, and the difficulty of obtaining recruits. The 
same difficulty in recruiting also extends to the Regular 
Army, though due to the fact of the publicity given to 
the Army and Navy and .national defense generally, 

ublic interest has been aroused to a comparatively high 
egree. The failure to obtain recruits for the Army is 
not due to defective methods of recruiting, and it should 
make the whole people realize that the volunteer system 

robably will not give us the men we need for training 
n peace, or for service in war. 

General Scott endeavored to correct the popular mis- 
apprehension as to the time it takes to train and dis- 
cipline the individual soldier in the organization of which 
he is an element. c 

“While we have splendid material for soldiers,” he 
said, “for us to claim that the average American youth 
can be trained and disciplined in less time than the 
average English, French, German or-Japanese youth, 
argues a decided lack of understanding on the part of 
our people of the _— and character of the English, 
French, German or Japanese people.” 

France requires 8,014 hours’ training for troops of 
all arms; Germany 8,532 hours for Cavalry and Horse 
Artillery, and 5,832 hours for all other troops. Our 
three pera service with the colors gives training about 
equivalent to that obtained in twe years where universal 
compulsory service prevails. Soldiers who have received 
six months’ training in foreign armies are,as a rule 
permitted, on the outbreak of war, to go with their 
organizations, forming as they do only a_small per- 
centage, approximately 20 per cent. of the total number 
in these organizations when they are raised from the 

war otenee The latest information is to 
glish Army they are now giving 





eleven months’ training to all soldiers before they are 
allowed to go in the advanced trenches, and this in time 
of war. Owing to the present savage methods of war, 
a higher standard of training and discipline is required 
for troops assigned to a prepared defensive position than 
was popularly considered necessary previous to the pres- 
ent war. It will be easily understood that it takes an 
even higher order of discipline and training to develop 
troops that are capable of delivering a sustained assault 
on an entrenched position. These statistics show how 
utterly inadequate is the 192 hours’ annual training 
provided for the National Guard. 

General Scott said: “The ‘uncertainty in respect to 
the number of men that would volunteer for service 
in case of need under our present system renders the 
formulation of plans for defense almost an impossi- 
bility. It is believed that if an equitable system based 
upon the principle of univerasl liability to military 
training and service is formulated and placed in success- 
ful operaton, our military strength in a few years would 
be such as practically to render us immune from attack.” 


WHAT WE NEED FOR DEFENSE. 


The Chief of Staff referred particularly to the alliance 
between Great Britain and Japan as an example of 
what we must be prepared to meet if we would be ab- 
solutely secure against foreign encroachment. Before 
the European. war began, he pointed out, the General 
Staff estimated that, to insure our national safety, 500,- 
000 fully equipped troops would be enough at the out- 
break of war, with 500,000 more available in ninety 
days. Since the war began that estimate has been 
tripled, making it 1,500,000 in each case. 

“This is due,” said General Scott, “to the fact that 
one of the powers involved in the war and whose terri- 
tory extends the whole length of our northern frontier 
has increased its army from a relatively small force to 
a strength approximating that of the other great Euro- 
pean powers. Due to the fact that our northern neigh- 
bor is largely an island empire, a great portion of any 
trained force it may possess can be spared for use in 
a distant theatre of operations, because, being an island 
empire, the control of the sea gives it practical immunity 
from invasion where troops would have to be transported 
across the sea. 

“It should also be pointed out that our northern neigh- 
bor is in alliance with a powerful Oriental nation, an- 
other island empire, which, for the same reason, when 
acting in alliance with a power which has control of 
the sea, has ability to send its army of 2,250,000 men to 
any part of the world without danger of invasion I 
think a mere statement of these facts makes it clear 
that at present we are practically defenseless before the 
veteran armies of our northern neighbor, and could eas- 
ily be crushed by the existing coalition of these island 
empires. 

“The volunteer system cannot now, under the most 
favorable circumstances, produce anything like the num- 
ber of men required for the national defense. It is un- 
democratic, unreliable, inefficient and extravagant. It 
ig undemocratic because it shifts the burden of national 
defense from the shoulders of the many, where it right- 
fully belongs, to the shoulders of the few, whose financial 
condition in life or whose patriotism impels them to 
offer themselves to accept the risks and hardships of 
war. It is unreliable, as all history teaches us. It has 
been tried and discarded by all of the other great nations 
of the world, and to-day the United States and China are 
the only nations of sive upon the globe which rely upon 
volunteers for the defense of national existence. 

“It is, therefore, without apology that the reconi- 
mendation is made that this system, which has ever been 
a failure from every possible angle, be discarded and 
a modern system of national defense erected in its stead. 
The time has come when this country, unless it intends 
to avoid war at any cost, must resort to universal liabil- 
ity to military training and service. 

“The term ‘universal liability to military training and 
service’ is used because the term ‘compulsory military 
training and service,’ so frequently heard in discussions 
relative to our national defense, seems not to be appli- 
cable in-a case such as ours. With us the people rule, 
and, -if universal liability to military training and ser- 
vice were ordained, it would mean only that the people 
as a whole have through their representatives recognized 
the duty of the individual to prepare himself to defend 
his country in case of need.” 

General Scott was again before the sub-committee 
Dec. 19, urging universal service legislation, and sub- 
mitting the report on the mobilization of the National 
Guard. for border duty compiled by Col. W. C. Brown, 
U.S.A. Colonel Brown, who commanded the 10th Cavalry 
under General Pershing, and led the detachment which 
dealt the most severe punishment to the Villa bandits, 
was before the committee himself and told of the hard- 
ships the troops in Mexico encountered, of the forced 
marches and terrifice pace set, adding that only thor- 
oughly trained men and animals could have stood the 
strain. , 

Villa would have been captured if the Carranzistas 
had rendered proper assistance, Colonel Brown declared. 
“At one time Villa was just leaving a town we were 
entering,” said the Colonel, “and if we had not con- 
tinually had to contend with misinformation and lies 
from the natives and lack of co-operation from the 
authorities, we would have landed him easily.” 

General Scott said there were 20,000 Carranza troops 
around the Pershing expedition, and 14,000 more oppo- 
site Douglas, where great American interests are lo- 
cated. These were the points where he looked for 
attack. “We sent the National Guard down because it was 
all we had, and we wanted the Mexicans to see that 
soldiers were coming,” he said. ‘“‘We sent some units 
almost unequipped.” 

“Do you think this mobilization was beneficial for 
our country?’ asked Senator Brady. 

“T do,” answered General Scott. “It was very bene- 
ficial. It prevented an attack and gave protection to 
American lives and property on the border for the first 
time in five years.” , 

Asked if doubling the pay of privates would fmprovye 
the present system, General Scott said: “If you in- 
crease the pay of the army to a point where it would 
produce a force of the’size we must have, you will bank- 
rupt the nation.” 

The conclusion of the General Staff, General Seott 
said, that no adequate defence could be built up under 
the present volunteer system, was fully substantiated 
by ‘the report of departmental commanders, inspectors, 
instructors and others, included in Colonel Brown’s com- 
ilation, which disclosed vital and inkerent faults in the: 
National Guard system which could not be passed over. 


TESTIMONY OF SECRETARY BAKER, 

Appearing before the House Committee on vay B Af- 
fairs Dec. 19, Secretary Baker pleaded for a fair trial of 
the National Defense Act and its National Guard pro- 
visions before any form of compulsory military service 
was attempted. His views coincided with those under- 
stood to beheld by President Wilson. 

The Secretary alluded to utterances made before a 





Senate sub-committee on the previous day by General 
Scott and General Wood in criticism of the recent mobil- 
ization and the efficiency of the National Guard. With- 
out mentioning these two officers by name, Representa- 
tive McKellar, Senator-elect from Tennessee, asked: “If 
we are to give the Guard a fair trial, is it not deplorable 
that commanding officers charged with executing the trial 
should at this time publicly denounce the system?” 

“These officers owe it to their country and to you to 
speak their opinions frankly,” responded Secretary Baker. 

They have my full permission to speak their honest 
views. At the same time I regret that certain offcers 
— publicly made what: perhaps are intemperate state- 
ments. 

“We do not yet know what the outcome of the present 
mobilization will be and we cannot condemn the system 
as yet,” Mr. Baker continued. ‘The experiment is yet 
in its middle stage. ‘Phe Guard, called to action after 
trying circumstances, has shown remarkable development, 
and I believe it will increase its reliability. Whether it 
will be sufficient remains to be seen. It is pregaature to 
declare the mobilization a failure. / 

“I do not know the outcome, but I think and hope that 
the present border service will strengthen, popularize and 
make more efficient the National Guard.” Mr. Baker 
added that the whole experience in mobilization on the 
border had been “very encouraging.” 

“Do you favor compulsery military service?” ask<d 
Representative McKellar. 

ou will understand me in not answering yes or no 
to that question,” 'replied Secretary Baker. “The obliga- 
tion to serve the country is a universal one. The ques- 
tion how to bring about the anticipatory preparation 
for national defense is a question of policy, rather than 
theory. Whether universal military service or selective 
conscription is the correct answer, I do not know. The 
theory of a common interest in a common country is 
satisfied by a method of selecting soldiers that-is not vol- 
untary in character.” 

The Secretary was warm in his praise of the enlisted 
Regulars, and informed the House Committee that he had 
approved a suggestion that their pay be raised to $25 a 
month, which would increase the cost of a Regular sol- 
dier to $1,120 from $1,000. He was enthusiastic over 
the summer training camp plan. “I believe,” he said, 
“that if the United States were in a major emergency, 
ninety-nine per cent. of those who attended the Platts- 
burg encampment would enlist and be of very great value 
= nw Government. They would beat the rest of us 
0 itt 

“There are plenty of arms and ammunition in this 
country for an army of 1,000,000 men for a year’s cam- 
paign,” he declared. He said there were plenty of rifles, 
and that more could be made very quickly at government 
and private factories, though, of course, provision would 
have to be made to maintain the most modern equipment 
at all times. 

The Secretary also admitted the purpose of the Ad- 
ministration to bring more of the National Guard home 
from the border in the near future. This was in answer 
to an inquiry as to whether 75,000 men would be main- 


tained on the border until July 1, made by Representa- 


tive Kahn, of California. 

Mr. Baker will appear before the Senate cub-commit- 
tee which is hearing the opinions of Army officials and 
others on the Chamberlain Universal Training bill. 


TESTIMONY OF GENERAL WOOD. 

General ‘Wood advocated a system providing at the 
start for six months of intensive military training for 
boys when they reach the age of nineteen. This would 
be followed by thirty days of training when they became 
twenty-one. When the thirty days’ training had been 
completed the young man would be enrolled as a member 
of a “national reserve” regiment, to be liable for active 
service until he became twenty-nine, the preference to 
be given to those between twenty-one and twenty-two, 
usually an age before the average man has acquired per- 
manent family obligations. 

The General opposed payment for service, saying pay- 
ment would destroy the feeling of national obligation, 
which should be one of the chief objects of universal 
service. 

“If the American people voiced real approval of the 
Army,” he said, “we should have more soldiers than we 
could take care of. If we want to pay the money, we 
can hire all the men we desire, but we don’t want that. 
We want to make citizens acquire a real feeling of na- 
tional solidarity and national duty, and we will go far 
toward that when we get common sacrifice for national 
security. : 

“Universal service is the only really democratic sys- 
tem, and I believe it would be thoroughly popular if 
people could realize that the rich man and the poor 
man alike would have to share its burdens. I have 
found enthusiasm for it everywhere when I have made 
peeple understand that no on is to be allowed to buy 
his way out. The labor leader and the district leader 
in New York alike are responsive to the idea under 
those conditions. 

“The tragedy of the National Guard mobilization, 
with the deprivations it imposed on some families, was 
worth all it cost if we take heed from it. The experi- 
ences of the men at Plattsburg, where all classes shared 
alike in the duties of the camp, have gone far toward 
educating the country to the possibilities of a universal 
system.” 

General Wood said he did not believe in a large stand- 
ing Army, as his scheme, if worked out, eventually 
would give the nation a reserve Army of 4,000,000 men, 
which would be adequate to make the country secure 
agninst invasion. The standing army should be kept 
only for manning permanent garrisons. The National 
Guard, he said, should be abolished as a national force. 

“If the States wish to keep it as a militia organiza- 
tion,” he said, “that is théir right, but personally I be- 
lieve a State constabulary would be much better to 
keep order in strikes and similar disturbances, as police 
are always better than troops in handling crowds. Their 
presence is not apt to be so much _ resented.” 

General Wood declared that universal training would 
serve better than anything now known to give a sense 
of nationality to immigrants. 

“I believe its effect in cutting down crime and improv- 
ing the morality of the nation would be startling,” he 
added. “Our huge murder rate, now many times greater 
than that of Europe, would be divided by ten.” 


MR. FISHER ATTEMPTS TO REPLY. 


Walter L. Fisher, of Chicago, who was Secretary of 
the Interior during the Administration of Mr. Taft, 
made a feeble attempt to answer these statements, which, 
to those familiar with the facts, appear to have the 
force of axioms. 

Mr. Fisher declared that universal training would not 
supply the need for a first-line force, and that an in- 
erease in pay would secure for the Regular Army all 
the additional men needed, and introduced ures to 
show that universal service did not bring the improve- 
ment in national morale claimed for it. He asked for 
the continuance of the volunteer system, which both 
Army officers should be discarded. In urging 
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one aes emma vances 
his plan of a larger standing army, Mr. Fisher said in 
part: 

““T have talked with a prominent officer, very high 
in the service, and he told me that in his judgment we 
could get all the men we needed if we paid them $30 a 
month, instead of $13. It is only natural that men 
should feel that to enlist in the Regular Army-at_ the 
present rate of pay is a confession of failure. They 
think it shows the value which they put upon them- 
selves, and they avoid it as long as they can. If we 
paid them $30 a month and offered every man in ad- 
dition the chance to learn a trade we could turn mili- 
tary service from a thing of drudgery and servitude 
into something of personal and social value. i 

“The solution of our difficulty does not lie in discom- 
moding and penalizing everybody. On the contrary, it 
lies in turning wilitary service or training into some- 
thing of real value to those who undertake it, into a 
benefit rather than a burden, an individual asset rather 
than a wniversal liability. If we reorganized our regu- 
lar Army and our militia service so that every one 
who went into it came out better off than he was before, 
we_would have a military system which would justify 
it. 


CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER’S REPORT. 

In his annual report for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1916, as Chief Signal Officer of the Army, Brig. 
Gen. George P. Scriven, U.S.A., also takes into account 

~ events occurring between the end of the fiscal year and 
Oct. 3, when the report was submitted to the Secretary 
of War. General Scriven pays a compliment to “the 
personnel of the corps, commissioned and enlisted, who, 
though small in numbers, are of an exceptionally high 
grade of intelligence. But it is becoming more and 
more obvious to the Chief Signal Officer that with the 
passing of the old and experienced officers, and with 
the shrinkage in the non-commissioned ranks trained 
under them, the technical and professional-side of the 
service is growing less and less efficient.” Both officers 
and men must be trained in their trade as all specialists 
must be trained, “and it is becoming increasingly evident 
that the systems of detailing officers from the line for 
periods of service, frequently short, is as vicious as it 
is archaic, and should be changed.” General Scriven 
therefore recommends, “as urgently as may be possible, 
the return to the system of permanent appointments of 
field officers and captains in the Signal Corps.” He 
points out that “events abroad and in our own Army 
on the border emphasize the constantly increasing im- 
portance of supplying and operating the highly techni- 
cal apparatus required for maintaining adequate means 
for collecting and transmitting military information 
necessary to an army. In order that the most modern 
methods of performing this duty may be utilized to the 
fullest extent, every effort must be made to keep in- 
formed of advances in science and use made of the dis- 
coveries and developments of new means for applying 
electricity, mechanics, and aircraft to warfare.” 

General Scriven gives a summary of the ultimate 
strength of the Corps under the provisions of the Na- 
tional Defense Act, and outlines the proposed organiza- 
tion of this force into two field battalions (less two 
outpost companies) ; two telegraph battalions; one depot 
battalion; one wire company; two radio companies; four 
depot companies ; three platoons of a telegraph company ; 
two aero squadrons; two aero companies, and a school 
detachment for duty at the San Diego, Cal., aviation 
school. The field and telegraph battalions will be sta- 
tioned in the United States, and will be organized from 
signal troops now serving in the Southern Department. 
_A wire company and a platoon of a telegraph company 
will be stationed in the Philippine Department, while 
a radio company will be stationed in the Hawaiian De- 
partment and in the Canal Zone. The depot battalion 
will be assigned to duty in connection with the main-- 
tenance and operation of the Washington-Alaska Mili- 
tary Cable and Telegraph System. Two of the aero- 
squadrons will be organized and stationed in the South- 
ern Department; one of the aero companies will be 
assigned to the Canal Zone, and the other to the Philip- 
a The equipment for the wire and radio companies 

as been worked out in all details. Recommendations 
made for the organization of aero squadrons last year 
are approved, and are to be the Army standard. In 
this connection it is stated in view of the fact that 
sufficient officers of the line have applied for aviation 
duties to fill all vacancies “so far as can be seen at 
this time it will not be necessary to appoint any avia- 
tors from civil life.” 

The Chief Signal Officer states that every effort will 
be made to encourage applicants for appointment to the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps and the Enlisted Reserve Corps. 
In view of the importance of aviation, the Signal Corps 
“purposes to call members of these reserve corps, with 
their consent, into active service a considerable period 
during the coming year.” To encourage both of these 
reserve corps the office of the Chief Signal Officer has 
therefore’ obtained authority for an Officers’ Reserve 
Corps and an Enlisted Reserve Corps for the aviation 
section in numbers and grades as follows:

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The enlisted strength of the Signal Corps aggregates 
1,638 men, including 339 men in the aviation section. 
During the fiscal year the following changes took place: 
Enlisted and re-enlisted, 315, of whom 258 were recruits: 
deserted, 26, being 1.76 per cent. of the total force; 
died, 6, 0.4 per cent; discharged for disability, 14, 0.95 
per cent.; discharged by purchase. 98, 6.65 per cent. 
There were 77 enlisted men transferred to the reserve 
during the year. Among the operations of the Corps 
during the fiscal year was the establishment of an all- 
night service at Seattle, Sitka, Juneau, Valdez and 
Fairbanks, the radio station at Nome being put on a 
continuous twenty-four hour basis. The Washington- 
Alaska military cable and telegraph system is now com- 
posed of 2,626.8 statute miles of submarine cable, and 
848 miles of land lines, with fifty-two offices, including 
ten radio stations. The average number of infantry- 


men on duty with the Signal Corps in Alaska was 


twenty-five. There were two desertions during the 
year, and no deaths. 

In the Philippines there are seventeen post telephone 
systems in operation, with a total of 1,091 telephones. 
The Manila-Fort Mills submarine cable gave excellent 
service throughout the year, handling a total of 19,278 
messages. Detailed estimates have been prepared for 
the Signal Corps material for the land-defense scheme 
on the northeast fronts at Pearl Harbor and for anti- 
aircraft guns. The Signal Corps engineer sent to the 
Canal Zone in connection with the installation of the 
fire-control systems is still on duty there, the work 
being practically complete. The chief activities of ‘the 
corps in the United States has been along the_border, 
where there are at present approximately 677 miles 
of buzzer and telegraph lines, 642 miles of telephone 
lines, and nineteen radio stations in operation, giving 
what is believed to be a complete systenr along the en- 
tire border and enabling the officer in command to 
keep in constant touch with all organizations and out- 
posts. 

Continual improvements are being made in the radio 
equipment furnished by the Signal Corps, in order that 
the equipment supplied may keep pace with the rapid 
advancement of the art. There are now being con- 
structed under the direct supervision of the engineering 
division of this office eight wagon sets, which will em- 
body many improvements over those previously con- 
structed. Material is being assembled for the construc- 
tion of a large radio station at Fort Bliss, which will 
be similar to the one now erected at Fort Sam Houston. 
Estimates have also been “prepared for stations at Forts 
McIntosh and Huachuca, and it is expected that these 
stations will be erected during the coming year. 


MILITARY AVIATION. 


General Scriven devotes the last part of his report_to 
the subject of Military Aviation, in which he says that 
although the Aviation Section of the Signal Corps will 
eventually become a separate service, the time has not yet 
come for such a change. He summarizes the work done 
in the fiscal year in this service thus: 

“The concentration of the forces composing the puni- 
tive expedition to Mexico marked a distinct step in 
military aviation in the United States. It was the first 
time this branch of the service had been called upon to 
put a tactical unit into the field. There was only one 
such in the service, namely; a small squadron, the First, 
at San Antonio, Texas. This, while equipped-with as 
good material as could be obtained at the time, had only 
eight low-powered machines. These machines at the 
time of their transportation to Columbus had been in 
service for many months. The altitudes encountered in 
Mexico, up to 12,000 feet, the vast distances to be cov- 
ered, and the lack of cultivated areas and resources in 
general made this theater one of the hardest to operate 
in which any army had ever entered. The few ma- 
chines were rapidly used up, although they did a great 
amount of flying and rendered extremely valuable ser- 
vice to the punitive expedition. 

“The urgent deficiency act of March 31, 1916, gave the 
aviation section of the Signal Corps $500,000, the great- 
est sum up to. that time that had been appropriated at 
any one time for aviation in the Army. A board of 
officers of the aviation section, who were experts in 
the construction and purchase of material, was assem- 
bled at Washington and consulting engineers of the high- 
est caliber obtained. This board recommended certain 
types of material to be bought, and, as a result, a squad- 
ron equipment of twelve 160-200 horsepower military 
tractor biplanes was purchased and delivered to the aero 
squadron with the punitive expedition in Mexico. Other 
material was purchased for the squadron, so that it grad- 
ually became a splendidly equipped organization complete 
in all details, that is, airplanes, motor trucks, portable 
machine shops, automatic photographic cameras, ma- 
chine guns, shoulder rifles, bombs, and other accessories. 

“In spite of the success obtained in organizing and 
equipping this first- squadron, although, indeed, much 
time and effort has been required to do so, it appears 
that even up to tue present time the state of the art 
of airplane construction in this country is not satis- 
factory and it is still impossible to obtain suitable ma- 
terial in large amounts on short notice. Due also to 
the entire difference of the theater of operations of the 
American Army in Mexico from the European theater 
of war, the airplanes required in the United States must 
be of quite a different type. Many things relating to 
them remain to be learned and worked out before an en- 
tirely satisfactory machine is obtained. An aerostatic 
division has been established in the aviation section. 
Its organization is now going forward and recommenda- 
tions have been made that the first balloon school be 
established at Fort Omaha, Neb. A large balloon shed, 
a hydrogen gas plant, and other equipment is already 
there. Captive balloon organizations will be equipped 
as soon as practicable, and instruction with training 
dirigibles will be inaugurated.” 





PUBLIC HEALTH SERVICE. 


The annual report of Surg. Gen. Rupert Blue, of the 
Public Health Service, for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1916, tells in interesting detail the valuable work 
accomplished by that branch of the Government service. 
As heretofore, the administrative work of the bureau 
has been conducted through seven divisions. In the 
report the operations of the service have been set forth 
under the titles of the respective bureau divisions in 
the follewing order: (1) scientific research; (2) for- 
eign and insular quarantine and immigation (maritime 
quarantine); (3) domestic (interstate) quarantine; 
(4) sanitary reports and statistics; (5) marine hospi- 
tals and relief; (6) personnel and accounts, and (7) 
miscellaneous. 

The laboratory and field investigations of diseases of 
man and other public health matters have been con- 
ducted during the year through the Division of Scienti- 
fic Research. The scope and progress of these investiga- 
tions are described under appropriate headings. The 
investigations have been generally of a systematic char- 
acter, but some have been undertaken in emergency 
situations. Among the diseases studied in the several 
laboratories and in. the field of diphtheria, filariasis, ma- 
laria, pellagra, pyorrhea alveolaris, scarlet fever, tra- 
choma, typhoid fever, typhus fever, and certain occupa- 
tional diseases. In addition, studies have been made of 
problems of industrial hygiene, mental hygiene, school 
hygiene, rural sanitation, public health organization, 
and water supplies and sewage disposal, The campaign 
against rats at different ports is among the interesting 
features of the report.- The number of rats and mon- 
goose crapne’ and destroyed at Honolulu alone was 
18,327; of these 15,436 were examined microscopically. 

“Among the major public-health problems confronting 
the country,” the report says, is “that of the control 


of malaria, one of the diseases taking the greatest toll 
of the community, and at the same time one which 
can be attacked with the greatest assurance of success 
and usually with moderate effort and expense. Com- 


_ paratively little attention has been given to the control 


of this disease. Almost without exception health agen- 
cies have not even made an effort to ascertain the ex- 
tent and nature of the problem within their respective 
jurisdictions. - 

“As to the geographic distribution of malaria in the 
United States at the present time, there are three prin- 
cipal well-recognized endemic areas—one large area and 
two smaller ones. The large endemic area covers the 
whole southeastern portion of the United States, having 
for its southern boundary the Gulf of Mexico; for its 
western boundary, a line drawn from Eagle Pass on the 
Rio Grand to Leavenworth, Kas.; for its eastern 
boundary, the Atlantic seaboard; its northern boundary, 
a line drawn from Leavenworth, Kas., eastward some 
distance north of the Ohio River and to the Atlantic on 
a line with the northern boundary of Maryland. Of 
the two smaller endemic areas, one includes a section 
of the northern part of New Jersey, southeastern New 
York, Connecticut, Rhode Island, and part of the State 
of Massachusetts. The third recognized endemic area 
is in California, and includes the Sacramento and San 
Joaquin Valleys which occupy a large portion of the 
central part of the State. As indicated by reports re- 
ceived from State and city health departments, and 
the records of Army posts, there are endemic areas scat- 
tered here and there in many other states. 

“The community is prone to be interested in the un- 
usual and little known, and to give small attention to 
the commonplaces of daily occurrence. In many sections 
of the country malaria constitutes the most common 
cause of sickness. Usually, however, it appears as a 
small factor in the mortality records. > 

“In areas where malaria is especially prevalent, it is 
probably the greatest of any of the mortality factors. 
Although it may not be the immediate cause of death, 
it injures and weakens those who contract it year after 
year or become chronically affected so that minor ail- 
ments, which would not be serious for a normal healthy 
individual, frequently cause death. Malaria shortens the 
average length of life.” 

During the fiscal year ended June 30, 1916, the service 
operated twenty-one marine hospitals, all of which are 
owned by the Government, and maintained 125 other 
relief stations where hospital and out-patient relief was 
furnished patients. In addition, the service maintained 
a sanatorium at Fort Stanton, N.M., for the care and 
treatment of patients suffering from tuberculosis. There 
were 68,458 patients treated at the various marine hos- 
pitals and relief stations of the service during the year, 
including the patients treated at the tuberculosis sana- 
torium at Fort Stanton, N.M. 
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NAVY TRAP SHOOTING. 


“Trapshooting has grown to be quite a sport in the 
Navy. We expect a big season in 1917, at Guantanamo, 
Cuba,” writes a Navy correspondent. The trapshooting 
season for 1917 will open on Sunday, Jan. 29, and will 
close on March 11. A registered tournament will be 
held on March 31 and April 1. ‘The regular program 
will consist of fifty targets each Sunday morning, start- 
ing at 9.30. Squads will be made up in order of arri- 
val. Contestants will be handicapped by the Committee 
on Trapshooting, which reserves the right to withhold 
a handicap from a new contestant until he has shot 
at fifty targets. ‘The members of the committee are: 
Lieut. Comdr. G. B. Landenberger, U.S.N., U.S.S.-Flor- 
ida; Capt. L. W. T. Waller, jr., U.S.M.C., U.S.S. Mich- 
igan; Paymaster F. P. Williams, U.S.N., U.S.S. Solace. 

Following is the U.S. Atlantic Fleet Trapshooting 
Schedule—1917 : 

Regular “club-day” program: Jan. 28, Feb. 4, 11, 
18, 25, March 4, 11. 

Registered Tournament: March 31 and April 1. 

Auspices of the Red Cross Gun Club, U.S.S. Solace. 

Program of events: Ist event, 25 targets, handicap; 
Guantanamo Trophy. 2d event, 25 targets, handiicap ; 
Deer Point Trophy. The above fifty targets will con- 
stitute the “regular program” upon which will be deter- 
mined the daily “high scratch” and “high handicap” 
guns. In the event of a tie, all contestants tied shall 
be credited with a “leg,” contestants making “straight” 
scores taking preference. In each of the two events 
the greatest number of “legs’’ during the season wins. 
A contestant must compete at least three times to win. 
Ties for “permanent possession” of the season trophies 
will be shot off on the last club day. 

On each “club day’ the high guns—-both scratch 
and handicap, will be credited with “legs” on the sea- 
son trophy for these guns; the winners of the greatest 
number of “legs” will be awarded trophies. Winners 
of “scratch” prize cannot win the “handicap” prize. 

Special contests will be arranged when interest and 
conditions warrant; for example, on holidays. At the 
registered tournament, March 31, and April 1, the first 
day’s program will consist of 140 targets at sixteen 
yards; second day, forty double targets (twenty pairs), 
and 100 target handicap {distance.) The winner of the 
Fleet Championship will this year be eligible to compete 
in the National Amateur Championship event at the 
Grand American Handicap at Chicago, in August next. 

The price of targets to “Contributing Shooters” will 
be 14%4-cents; this includes total cost of entry for the 
four “season” trophies. All other shooters will pay 2 
cents for their targets, and they will be ineligible to 
win the trophies. All contestants must provide their 
own ammunition. The care of the grounds and trap 
will be vested in the Range Officer of the. Naval Station 
—Lieut. Comdr. G. M. Baum, U.S.N. Members using 
the traps must furnish their own trapper and pullers. 
The keeping of records will be in charge of the commit- 
tee from the fleet.

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PROGRESS OF THE WAR IN EUROPE. 
(Summarized from reports Dec. 15-21.) 
THE WESTERN THEATER OF WAR. 


In a single, sharp thrust north of Verdun and west of 
the Meuse river the French scored on Friday, Dec. 
15, the largest gains in territory, prisoners and booty 
made by either side since midsummer, exclusive of the 
campaign in Roumania. Nothing of importance in this 
part of the Verdun field has occurred since the abrupt 
termination of the previous French advance of Oct. 24. 
The French on that occasion, it will be recalled, had re- 
covered the fortified hilltops of Vaux and Douaumont, 
with the Hardaumont quarries, thus reconstituting their 
permanent fortified line to the north of the city. The 
drive of Dee. 15 extended the earlier advance by the re- 
capture of part of the less strongly organized territory 
taken from the defenders of Verdun in the first German 
rush of Feb. 21-25. 

For seventy hours preceding 10 a.m. of Dec. 15, 


French artillery, according to the Paris official state- 
ments, maintained a preparatory fire on that portion of 
the German Crown Prince’s positions lying eastward of 
the Meuse river, over a space of about seven miles, as far 
as the eastern limits of the Meuse Heights and the vil- 
lage of Bezonvaux. The line of German positions aimed 
at comprised, from west to east, Pepper Hill, the village 
of Louvemont, Hill 372, the fortified works of Hardau- 
mont and the works and village of Bezonvaux. 

Four French divisions of the command of General 
Mangin advanced to the attack at 10 a.m., reports Paris. 
Apparently, notwithstanding unfavorable weather con- 
ditions hindering the work of the airplane observers, the 
artillery had done its work. “The enemy’s front,” ac- 
cording to the Paris statement, “broke down everywhere 
to a depth of about three kilometers (approximately two 
miles). Berlin reported strong German resistance on the 
Pepper Ridge. This was overcome during the day, and by 
nightfall the French reported the capture of the great 
majority of the positions forming the objectives of their 
operation. They then held Vacherauville village, on the 
east bank of the river, in the southern part of the great 
bend in the course of the stream; Pepper Hill, the village 
of Louvemont, the farm of Chambrettes and fortified 
works near Hardaumont and Bezonvaux. Into Bezon- 
vaux village they had as yet been unable to penetrate. 

With these positions the French captured a large num- 
ber of prisoners and guns. An incomplete count made on 
the same day showed a total of 7, captives. These 
the French authorities found to belong to every regiment 
of no less than five German divisions. German versions of 
the action did not seriously controvert the French claim 
that the attack had been carried out with relatively slight 
casualties, considering the extent and strongly organized 
character of the front which was captured. Owing per- 
haps to the mired condition of the roads, the French 
seized a large number of German cannon of various ¢ali- 
bers. Their count, published Dec. 16, placed the total 
at eight-one, counting pieces which had been destroyed 
or damaged. 

The first day of the action passed without any serious 
German counter movements being reported. Berlin 
claimed the repulse of a simultaneous French attack on 
the other side of the,river, against the German positions 
on Hill 304, possibly a demonstrative operation intended 
to keep the Crown Prince engaged on a wider front while 
the main attack was pressed home. Dec. 16, the second 
day of the offensive was marked by a further but limited 
French gain. Paris reported the capture of the village 
of Bezonvaux and an advance in Caurieres wood, by 
which the advanced front was extended virtually to the 
eastern declivities of the Meuse Heights, bordering on 
the Woevre plain. By the close of Dec. 16, the German 
defense had prepared a counter effort. Paris reported 
the first signs of it in a late afternoon assault upon Pep- 
per Hill, checked by the French fire. Berlin-on Dec. 16 
reported that the German lines had been pushed back to a 
second set of defensive positions including the Talou 
Ridge and heights north of Louvemont, and on Dec. 17 
announced that the French advance at its eastern end 
had been checked at the height north of Bezonvaux. A 
diversion some distance from Verdun attempted in the St. 
Mihiel salient in the direction of Chauvoncourt, Paris 
= 17), is reported to have fallen under the French 
ire. 

Heavy German attacks on the new French front were 
reported by Paris as having been sustained on the night 
of Dee. 17-18. In the course of these attacks the Ger- 
mans regained a footing in trenches upon the Chambrettes 
farm, near the center of the contested line. On Dec. 19, 
however, Berlin conceded that Chambrettes “remained 
in French hands after hand to hand fighting.” The net 
result of three days of fighting amounted to a gain ap- 
proximately of fairly even depth of two miles on the 
greater part of a seven-mile front. On Dec. 18 Paris 
announced that a total of 11,387 prisoners had fallen into 
French hands during the offensive. .The ground gained, 
while limited in extent, is important by its bearing on the 
defense of Verdun from the north; likewise because it 
tends to open the way for any subsequent advance across 
the Woevre toward Metz, by securing positions to protect 
the left flank of a French force based on Verdun; at the 
same time French possession of artillery positions on 
Pepper Hill menaces the present German lines west of 
the Meuse. By its occurrence at the time of the Ger- 
man peace proposal, the French success had a certain 
moral and diplomatic as well as a military value. 

Elsewhere on the Western front the situation showed 
some slackening of recent German efforts to take the 
initiative. In the-Ypres and’ Wytschaete region of the 
3ritish front Berlin reported artillery activity in its state- 
ment of Dec. 16, and mentioned the success of a minor 
attack or raid southeast of Zillebeke. The Belgian re- 
port of Dee. 19 told of artillery action near Lizerne and 
Steenstraete. British trench raids were reported on Dec. 
17 north of the Ancoe, near Hannescamps, and in the 
neighborhood of Ransart and Wytschaete, Paris (Dec. 
19) reported a German raid near Chilly on the Somme 


front. pall 


ROUMANIAN AND RUSSIAN THEATERS OF WAR, 


Mackensen’s forces have completed the conquest of 
Wallachia, with the capture of the city of Buzeu, the 
crossing of the Buzeu river and the occupation of the 
territory. south of that stream. Between the Buzeu 
river and the Sereth river they have come upon a newly 
organized defensive line of the Entente, held by Russian 
troops, and have slackened their advance, allowing the 
remnants of the Roumanian army to withdraw behind the 
Sereth. Berlin, on Dec. 15, reported the pursuit of the 
Roumanians as still in full progress. “The Teutonic 
troops,” it was stated, “under the most unfavorable 
weather conditions are rivaling each other to prevent 
the enemy from ging. any further rest on his march.” 
Under the same date Berlin reported that resistance in 
the mountain region north of Buzeu had been broken and 
that Buzeu itself had been occupied by troops of the 
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Ninth army. Prisoners to the number of 4,000 had been 
taken in two days. The Bulgarian columns that had 
crossed the Danube from the Dobrudja side were close 
to the railroad junction town of Fetesci. On Dec. 16 
the Ninth army was reported as having reached a point 
northeast of the Buzeu river on the railroad between 
Buzeu and Rimniku, having crossed the Calmatuiul low- 
land. Two thousand more prisoners were in Teuton 
hands. On Dec. 17 Berlin gave the Ninth army's posi- 
tion as beyond, presumably east of the district of Buzeu, 
and announced the capture of 1,150 prisoners. The Bul- 
garian Danube force was reported to have taken Fetesci. 
Petrograd’s report of Dec. 17, however, gave an account 
of engagements with forces of the Ninth army near 
Batogu, thirty-five miles east of Buzeu, and in the vicin- 
ity of the Buzeu-Rimniku road. At the latter point the 
Russians claimed a success of their cavalry over a Teuton 
cavalry force. “Our cavalry,” reports Petrograd, “twice 
rushed to attack the enemy cavalry, which did not accept 
battle, and retired.” The possibility of a cavalry action 
in the course of the rapid movements in Roumania, where 
the artillery has doubtless been outstripped, is an inter- 
esting technical feature of that campaign. 

Berlin on Dec. 18 and 19 failed to report further ma- 
terial progress in the region north and east of Buzeu. 
The appearance of Russian mounted forces rear Batogu 
and Rimniku was apparently the signal for a relaxation 
of the efforts at pursuit eastward. The number of addi- 
tional captures as given by Berlin, Dec. 19, is 1,000 for 
two days, a material reduction from earlier captures. 
Petrograd on Dec. 19 gave an account of further action 
near Batogu, in which two squadrons of Teuton cavalry, 
with a battery of horse artillery were shelled and driven 
back by Russian artillery, abandoning two cannon. 

Reports from Paris, Dec. 18, announce that Russian 
troops have organized a defensive line near the Sereth, 
and have relieved the Roumanians, who are retiring to 
the rear to be reorganized at Jassy. The line of the 
Sereth, or a line in advance of it, from the Danube to the 
Carpathians, has a strategic importance for Russia, as 
it protects the left flank of the forces occupying Moldavia, 
where the Russians hold an advantageous mountain fron- 
tier on the border of Hungary. 

A Russian-retirement in the Dobrudja has been carried 
out since Dec. 15 by Sakharof, who pagan feared 
lc-t the Teuton and Bulgar forces on the north side of 
the Danube might reach his flank. Berlin noted the out- 
set of this movement in the report of Dec. 16. The Turk- 
ish, Bulgarian and German troops, starting in pursuit, 
had then already crosed the Cogelao-Cartal-Hirsova line, 
previously held by the Russians. On the day following 
the pursuit was reported to have reached the hill and 
forest district of northern Dobrudja, where it paused, 
expecting to find Sakharof in new positions. Berlin 
(Dec. 19) reported the pursuit to have been resumed, the 
Russians not being found in the expected positions. 

In the Carpathians, the scere of a Russian offensive of 
several weeks’ duration, operations slackened after the 
middle of the month. On Dec. 16 an Austrian report 
marked a stubborn combat west and northwest of Ocna, 
and conceded to the Russians the gain of-a local advan- 
tage in the Osobanos valley, while Petrograd reported a 
check to a Teuten effort to advance in the Oituz valley. 
Berlin on Dec. 19 announced the repulse of a Russian 
attack in the Vale Putna region. It is noteworthy that 
the Russian Carpathian attack, now discontinued, was 
kept up during the period in which the Russian forces 
now in evidence south of the Sereth were en route. 

The Russian front, exclusive of Roumania, continued 
quiet for the most part during the week. On Dec. 17 
Berlin reported a Russian attack near Illukst, northeast 
of Dvinsk, the scene of bitter fighting in September, 1915, 


and an exploit of the 52d Brandenburg Reserve Regiment ° 


against ‘a Russian trench north of the Kovel-Lutsk rail- 
road, in Volhynia. Petrograd reported the recapture of 
a Volhynian trench on Dec. 19. On Dec. 20, Petrograd 
reported having withstood a bombardment and an at- 
tack in open formation upon Russian trenches south- 
west of Brody in Galicia. Near the junction of Buko- 
wina and Moldavia, in the Carpathians, the Russians, ac- 
cording to the same day’s report, advanced in the Bis- 
tritza valley, near Jezupole, the scene of repeated recent 
minor engagements, and entered the village of Bohoro- 
dezany Stare in small force. Consecutive action, despite 
these occasional minor efforts, was lacking on the Rus- 
sian front at all points north of the Roumanian frontier. 

The outcome of Sakharof’s retirement in the Dobrudja 
remained in momentary doubt. Petrograd (Dec. 20) an- 
nounced that engagements were in progress in northern 
Dobrudja, in the neighborhood of Cerna and in that of 
Uniachea, between advance detachments. Berlin on the 
same day admitted coming upon Russian resistance in 
northern Dobrudja. Sofia, on Dec. 21, however, an- 
nounced a continuation of the Bulgar advance in that 
region. A Russian stand, made Dec. 19-20, about Parlita 
on the left or Old Roumanian bank of the Danube and 
checking the Bulgars progress on that side of the river, 
was reported by Petrograd. 

The material gains of the entire Roumanian campaign 
have lately been estimated in Germany and are thus 
summed up in a despatch to the New York Times: “Ap- 
proximately half of Roumania has been conquered, while 
the Roumanian losses are estimated to date at more than 
300,000, including more than 150,000 prisoners. The 
Roumanian officers’ corps has been practically wiped 
out. It is estimated that more than half of the Rou- 
manian army’s artillery is in Mackensen’s hands, in- 
cluding more than 400 field guns and nearly as many 
machine guns, as well as 200,000 rifles which have been 
picked up. More than 2,000 kilometers (about 1,250 
miles) of Roumanian railroad, which is more than two- 
thirds of the country’s whole railroad system, are in Ger- 
man hands. Mackensen has accounted up to date for 
more than 4,000 Roumanian freight cars and some 130 
locomotives. The Danube has been cleared to the south- 
east of Bucharest and navigation as far as Cernavoda is 
about to be resumed. Thanks to the speed of the Rou- 
manian retreat, vast stocks of cattle, grain and petroleum 
have been captured. The grain harvest of 1915 pur- 
chased by England, is intact in the warehouses, while this 
year’s harvest has not even been thrashed yet and is still 
untouched throughout the land. At leas 1,000,000 head 
of cattle, 2,000 sheep and goats, and 300,000 pigs 
remain in the occupied territory.” 


SERBIA, GREECE, ITALY, TURKEY. 


After persisting in operations during unfavorable 
weather for .a considerable time, the opposing forces 
north and east of Monastir came to a halt during the 
past week. Paris reported on Dec, 18 that heavy fog 
was preventing all important movements. On the 16th 
and 17th the British effected trench raids on the Struma 
front, near Haznatar, and on the Lake Doiran shore. 

Hostilities between Entente and Greek Royalist troops 
in Attica and Thessaly were checked by the Greek Royal 
government’s action of Dec. 15 in agreeing to the terms 
of the Entente, that troops should be withdrawn from 


Thessaly. 

Considerable and widely diffused artillery activity oc- 
curred on the Italian front, with but little infantry en- 
gagement. Rome on Dec. 17 teported shelling enemy 
movements in the upper Astico valley and on the Asiago 





plateau. Further shelling in these districts was reported 
the day following, and in the Pasubio area as well. On 
the 19th the Artillery action in the Astico valley was 
characterized as heavy, with minor shelling on the middle 
Isonzo, to the southeast of Gorizia and on the Carso. 

On the river Tigris, below Kut-el-Amara, the scene of 
Townshend’s capitulation of last spring, a British force 
under General Maude has Beatie g the attack. London 
(Dee. 15) reports that the British force on the Hai 
river, crossing from the left bank to the right, by a bold 
effort on Dec. 13, took Kala Haji Fahan, two and one- 
half miles from Kut-el-Amara. 


NATIONAL GUARD IN FEDERAL SERVICE. 
TROOPS ORDERED HOME. 


In compliance with instructions from the War Depart- 
ment Major Gen. Frederick Funston, U.S.A., command- 
ing the Southern Department, on Dec. 18 designated Na- 
tional Guard organizations, comprising about 16,647 
men, to return home from the border for muster out of 
the Federal service. The organizations will move home- 
ward in three groups, to facilitate use of rolling stock. 
The movement is expected to be completed by Jan. 5, 
1917. The units designated to réturn home are the fol- 
lowing:

He was inspector of rifle 
practice, U.S.A., and was in charge of the affairs of 
the Militia of the United States from 1903 to 1904, 
and was A.A.G., by detail April 1, 1904. He was pro- 
moted lieutenant colonel 7th Cavalry, in 1906, and 
colonel, 9th Cavalry, in 1911. Colonel Guilfoyle was 
transferred to the 4th Cavalry, in October, 1915.

RECENT DEATHS. 


Rear Admiral John J. Hunker, U.S.N., retired, who 
died. at Asheville, N.C. Dec. 16, 1916, was 
advanced in grade for eminent and conspicuous conduct 
in battle during the war with Spain, at that time being 
in command of the Annapolis. Rear Admiral Hunker 
was born in New York, June 12, 1844, gnd entered the 
Naval Academy, April 18, 1862, being graduated in 1866. 
His first sea service after graduation was in the Sus- 
quehanna, the flagship of the North Atlantic Station. 
Other vessels he served in included the Franklin, of 
the European Squadron, the Swatara, of the North At- 
lantic Station, the nautical school ship, St. Mary’s, in 


the Richmond, of the Asiatic Station, the Michigan, of 
the Northwestern Lakes, Adams, Pacific Station, the 
receiving ship Independence, Palos of the Asiatic Sta- 
tion, and Receiving Ship Wabash. He was assigned 
to command the Annapolis in July, 1887, and he was 
assigned to command the training station at Newport, 
June 29, 1899. Among other shore assignments he was 
on torpedo duty, was inspector of ordnance, at the Navy 
Yard at Portsmouth, and was also equipment officer at 
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the Navy Yard, New York. Rear Admiral Hunker was 
placed on the retired list, June 12, 1906, on attaining 
the age of sixty-two years. He had performed twenty- 
three years and two months’ sea service, and sixteen 
years of shore duty. He reached the grade of captain 
in 1900, and rear admiral June 6, 1906. 

Brig. Gen. Thomas F. Barr, U.S.A., retired, died 
Dec. 15, 1916, at Boston. General Barr was born in Mas- 
sachusetts, Nov. 18, 1837, and was appointed major and 
judge advocate of Volunteers, Feb. 26, 1865, from civil 
life. He received the brevet of lieutenant colonel of 
Volunteers for faithful and meritorious services during 


the war. General Barr was transferred to the Regular. 


Army as major and judge advocate, Feb: 25, 1867. He 
was promoted lieutenant colonel and meee! J.A.G., 
July B 1884; colonel and assistant J.A.G., 1895; briga- 
dier general and J.A.G., May 21, 1901, ,and was retired 
May 22, 1901, at his own request, after thirty years 
service. During his active service, General Barr served 
on duty in the Judge Advocate General’s Office, at 
Washington, from April 22, 1865, to March, 1870, and 
was on temporary duty in the 4th Military District from 
Sept. 17 to Oct. 17, 1867, and in April and June, 1869. 
He was judge advocate of the Department of the Hast 
to April 25, 1873; was judge advocate of the Division 
of the South, and was also on special duty as a member 
of the military prison board; was judge advocate of the 
Department of Dakota; was military secretary to the 
Secretary of War; judge advocate of the Division of 
the Missouri; and also served in. the Department of the 
East, and other departments. General Barr represented 
the War Department in many important legal battles, the 
most notable of which was probably the “Carter case” 
and as an outcome of this the “Greene and Gaynor case” 
several years later. In 1863 General Barr was married 
to Miss-Chase, of New Hampshire, She and a son, and 
a daughter, the latter the wife of Major Frank Tompkins, 
U.S. Cav., survive him. 

Capt. Carlos G. Calkins, U.S.N., retired, who served 
as a lieutenant in the U.S.S. Olympia, in the battle of 
Manila Bay, in 1898, under Admiral Dewey, died at 
Monterey, Cal., Dec. 20, 1916. Captain Calkins was 
born at Rockport, Ohio, March 16, 1850, and was grad- 
uated from Annapolis in 1871. His first sea service after 
graduation was in the Wyoming and Franklin of the 
European station. Other vessels he served in included 
the Essex, of the South Atlantic station, Trenton on 
the Asiatic Station, Albatross of the Fish Commission, 
the Boston and Olympia. He also served in the Hydro- 
graphic Office, Bureau of Navigation, Office of Naval 
Intelligence, etc. He was retired June 3, 1905, on his 
own application. He had been ill for some time, and 
his death had been expected. 

Col. Henry S. T. Harris, U.S.A., chief surgeon of 
the Western Division of the United States Army, was 
found dead in bed at San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 17, 1916, 
at the club at which he lived. The cause of death was 
believed to have been apoplexy. Colonel Harris was 
born in Virginia, Nov. 25, 1863, and was appointed as 
assistant surgeon in the Army Jan. 5, 1886. He was 
promoted captain in 1891, major in 1901, and lieutenant 
colonel in 1909. He has served pretty much all over the 
country, and during the war with Spain he was ap- 
pointed major and brigade surgeon of Volunteers. He 
had had a valuable experience in active service, and 
was in the Santiago campaign as surgeon of the 9th 
Cavalry, and surgeon in the Philippines from 1899 to 
1901, on the staff of Generals McArthur, Schwan and 
Funston.. He held the degree of A.M., 1883, and M.D., 
1884, Columbia University. 

Mrs. Bertha Fischer, mother of Lieut. Comdr. C. H. 
Fischer, U.S.N., died at Sharon, Pa., on Dee. 11, 1916. 

Mrs. Frances C. Fessenden, widow of Brevet Major 
Gen. James Deering Fessenden, U.S.V., died in her 
eightieth year at the home of her son, H. M. Fessenden, 
Olinda Park, Hastings-on-Hudson, N.Y., Dec. 15, 1916. 
General Fessenden died in 1882. 

Mrs. Joseph K. Corson, widow of Major Joseph K. 
Corson, U.S.A., died of pneumonia, at the residence of 
her son, Dr. Edward F. Corson, at Cynwyd, Pa., Dec. 
16, 1916. Mrs. Corson was Mary Ada Carter, the daugh- 
ter of Judge William A. Carter, of Fort Bridger, Wyo., 
and was brought up amid the scenes of the old Army life 
on the frontier, crossing the plains many times by stage 
coach or ambulance. Her father was sutler with John- 
ston’s Army, against the Mormons in 1827, and his 
family joined him at his post at Fort Bridger, two 
years later, where their permanent home was established. 
Following her marriage and subsequent Army wander- 
ings, her home was at Plymouth Meeting, Pa., until 
her husband’s death in 19138, when she went to live 
with her son in Cynwyd. ‘ 

Mrs. Snyder, wife of Col. H. D. Snyder, M.C., U.S.A., 
and daughter of Captain Drury, died at her father’s 
home at Essex Junction, Vt., Dec. 15, 1916, after a short 
illness from pneumonia. Although of a retiring nature, 
Mrs. Snyder was a person of rare charm and gracious 
personality, which endeared her to a legion of friends, 
and the high ideals, expressive of her own life, were an 
inspiration to all who knew her. To her father, Capt. 
George B. Drury, U.S.V., her death comes as a heavy 
blow, she being an only child, and Mrs. Drury died about 
a year ago.

Bar Association, died at Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 19, 1916. 
He was judge advocate general of the Spanish War 
Veterans during 1900-1901. He was a member of the 
M.O.L.L.U.S., of the Union Club of Cleveland, and 
the Army and Navy Club of Wasihngton. 

Ord. Sergt. Sheldon A. Keeny, U:S.A., retired, form- 
erly located at Fort Wadsworth, Staten Island, N.Y., 
died Dec. 11, 1916, at his home in Kensington, Conn. 
Funeral services were held under the auspices of Mer- 
riam Post No. 8, G.A.R. 

Veterinarian John Tempany, U.S.A., retired, a veteran 
of Civil and Indian Wars, and well known to numerous 
officers of the Army, died at his residence, Walla Walla, 
Wash., Dec. 6, 1916, from pneumonia. Dr. Tempany 
was born in New York city, Dec. 29, 1838, being at 
the time of death nearly seventy-nine years old. He 
spent his boyhood and young manhood there, and in 1858 
enlisted in the service of the United States Army. He 
was sent almost immediately to the Walla Walla valley, 
where for three years he was active in various campaigns 
against hostile Indians, and was one of the survivors 
of the Steptoe expedition. At the outbreak of the 
Civil War he returned East, and ‘served in the First 
Dragoons. Throughout the long period of the Civil 
War Mr. Tempany served the Union cause without a 
break in service. At the close of the war Dr. Tempany 
remained in the Army, and from that time until 1901 
he was stationed in various military forts throughout 
the country. In 1901 he returned to Walla Walla, being 
established for a time at the local Army post. From 
1901 he remained in Walla Walla, becoming one of the 
leading pioneer citizens of the valley. In 1910 he was 
placed on the retired list of the Army, having spent fifty- 
two years of his life in the Service. From that time until 
his death he lived a retired life in Walla Walla. Doctor 
Tempany leaves his wife, Mrs. Mary ©. Tempany, and 
the following children: Harry W. Tempany, Clarence 
L. Tempany and Frank E. Tempany, all of Walla Walla; 
Arthur M. Tempany, of Omaha, Neb., and Mrs. Grace 
Douglass, of Idaho Falls, Idaho. He also leaves the 
following grand-children: Edward Tempany-and Kathlyn 
McFarland, of Walla Walla, and George McFarland, 
of Lincoln, Neb. The funeral services were held under 
the direction of the G.A.R., Dec. 8, Rev. W. W. Burks, of 
the Central Christian Church officiating. “Dr. Tempany’s 
career as an Army man,” says the Walla Walla Union, 
“was remarkable. In the service for fifty-two years, 
through the Civil War and Indian wars of unusual 
severity, he had a record of not a single day’s absence 
from active service by sickness or misbehavior. He 
entered the service as a private, but during the idle mo- 
ments studied veterinary surgery, and later, after the 
Civil War, entered that field of service. When he was 
retired he held a commission as second lieutenant. His 
record for faithful and continuous service for the United 
States military authorities is said to be one which is not 
equaled in the entire Army.”

"ae : shows the general idea of the slide rule. The bot- 
tom seale is the scale of the true range. The next scale is the 
scale of the estimate, while the next scale in connection with 
the arrow gives the percentage of accuracy of the estimate. To 
use the rule, set the slide section so that the estimate comes 
opposite the true range; the arrow will then point to the per- 
centage of accuracy of the estimate. : : 

Figure 2 shows how the slide rule is used in finding the per- 
centage of accuracy of an estimate, The true range is 900 
yards, while the estimate is 860 yards. The percentage of 
accuracy of the estimate is shown to be 95.5 percent.

1. The Library of the Army War College has been formed 
by the consolidation of the Library of the War Department with 


that of the former Military Information Section of the General 
Staff. Its collections form the working library of the War 
Department and of the General Staff. Material not appropri- 
ate to this purpose is accordingly in process of elimination. 

2. Its collections are, therefore, not available for general loan, 
as the purpose for which the library is maintained must always 
be held in view. Periodicals and books used for reference 
purposes cannot be sent out. Books by American publishers 
which, in a sense, are tools of the military trade, must be as- 
sumed to be in the possession of or available to officers who 
are required to use them. The copies in this library are es- 
sentially reference books and cannot, as a rule, be loaned, 

8. The Library of the Army War College is accordingly in 
no sense~.a circulating library, Officers within the territorial 
limits of the United States can receive material from it on loan 
to-enable them to engage in research if the material required 
is not needed for other purposes. It will usually be best 
to ask for works on the subject rather than for particular 
books, as titles are often misleading. If the applicant reads 
a foreign language, he should state it. 

4. Publications loaned to officers will be accompanied by 
“charge cards,” “which should be immediately signed and re- 
turned. In case of loss or damage while in possession of 
an officer, publications must be replaced by the person re- 
sponsible. 

5. Publications will be originally loaned for a period of 
one month, but permission to retain them for a longer period 
may be granted on application. 

6. Applications for books and other material available in 
the library for sending out on loan should be addressed to 
the Secretary, Army War College, Washington, D.C. 

Ii—Par. 2, Bulletin 17, War D., 1916, concerning the 
transfer of any officer of Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery or 
Coast Artillery below the grade of lieutenant colonel to an- 
other arm of the Service, is amended to read as follows:

Dependent families of Militiamen now on the Mexican 
border are given financial assistance by an urgent de- 
ficiency bill passed by the House on Dec. 20. Of the 
$4,578,250 provided, all but $328,250 would be used for 
the dependents. Congressmen Fitzgerald, of New York, 
who led the debate in behalf of the Committee on Appro- 
priations said that the $4,250,000 for the benefit of the 
dependent families probably would be expended before 
April 1. While there are aproximately 100,000 Militia- 
men on the border now, the estimate was based upon the 
assumption that the number during the coming winter 
months would be approximately 75,000. The Militiamen 
from Pennsylvania, it was stated, probably would be re- 
called in a few days. Mr. Fitzgerald said that only 
$300,000 had been expended of the initial $2,000,000 ap- 
propriated to help those left dependent by the soldiers 
who answered’ President Wilson’s call. Payments, he 
said, were being made at the rate of $70,000 a day. 





The work of selecting a site for the proposed Goyern- 
ment armor plant has been placed on the shoulders of 
Rear Admiral Frank F. Fletcher, Comdr. Frank I. 
Clark and Civil Engr. Reuben E. Bakenbus, U.S.N., who 
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have been constituted as a board to make a report to the 
General Board. This board will visit all the more de- 
sirable sites and go into the industrial questions in- 
volved in the establishment of a plant. 
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The nominations transferring officers of the Army from 
one arm to another, over which there has been consider- 
able discussion, were sent to the Senate on Dec. 18. They 
appear on page 545 of this issue; also a long list of other 


Army confirmations and nominations for appointment 
and promotion. Nominations for promotion and appoint- 
ment in the Navy and Marine Corps are on pages 545-6. 
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In all probability legislation will be passed at this 
session to authorize the appointment of one hundred en- 
listed men to the Naval Academy. The Secretary of the 
Navy is very much interested in this legislation, as he be- 
lieves that it will prove to be a great incentive to enlist- 
ment in the Navy and raise the standard of the enlisted 
personnel. 

The appointment of Col. 8. W. Miller, Inf., U.S.A, 
as Director of Civilian Rifle Practice, was a wise selec- 
tion on the part of the Secretary of War. No one in 
the Army has made a more thorough study of musketry 
than Colonel Miller. He not only served at the School 
mone 2 . Monterey, Cal., but made a tour = sade 
on whic e studied the musketry schools of all of 
the large powers. 
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The Secretary of the Navy will shortly fill the va- 
cancy in the office of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Navy.. Among the probable appointees for the office

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IS IT PEACE OR FIERCER WAR? 

The air during the past week has been filled with peace 
talk, and the exchanges have registered the fluctuations 
of feeling in commercial and financial circles, as the 
possibilities of an ending of-the great war has appeared 
more or less remote. Present indications are that the 
warring nations will come together for a conference, but 
it is hard tc see how this can result in an agreement, 
unless one or both of the parties shall yield. something 
of their high pretentions. The German note, published 
last week, has been replied to by David Lloyd George, 
in his first speech before the House of Commons, in his 
capacity as British Premier. ‘This speech is quite as 
uncompromising in its tone as the German document 
making proposals for peace. If the two documents cor- 
rectly represent the spirit in which negotiations for 
peace are to be carried on, these negotiations can have 
no other result than an indefinite continuation of the war 
in a fiercer and more determined spirit than hereto- 
for, if that be possible. “Peace is the offspring of 
power,” and which is to be the controlling power in 
this controversy, shaking Europe from its foundations 
and disturbing the repose of the whole world, is still 
in dispute. 

Quoting Abraham Lincoln, Lloyd George said: 

“We accepted this war for an object, and a world 
object, and the war will end when the object is attained 
under God. I hope it will never end until that time.’ 
Any man or set of men who wantonly or without suf- 
cient cause prolonged a terrible conflict like this would 
have on his soul a crime that oceans could not cleanse. 
On the other hand, it is equally true that any man or 
set of men who, from a sense of weariness or despair, 
abandoned the struggle without achieving the high pur- 
poses for which we entered it, would be guilty of the 
costliest act of poltroonery ever perpetrated by any 
statesman.” 

Lloyd George further said that peace could only come 
with “complete restitution, full reparation and effectual 
guarantees”; and after drawing a characteristic British 
sketch of Prussia as a “bad neighbor since she got into 
the hands of the military caste,” he ended the part of 
his speech devoted to this subject, with these words: 
“We will wait until we hear what terms and guarantees 
the German Government offer other than those, better 
than those, surer than those which she so lightly broke. 
And meanwhile we shall put our trust in our unbroken 
army, rather than in broken faith.” 

The other parties to the Entente are yet to be heard 
from, and the indications are that their attitude will 
be even more uncompromising than that of England. 
In the matter of territory, Englagd has nothing to gain 
or lose through this war, aside from the unimportant gains 
in Africa, while tc her allies of France, Russia and Italy, 
the question of territorial boundaries is vital. 

The President of the United States has thought the 
occasion propitious for offering his suggestions in 
a letter addressed through the Department of State 
to each of the belligerent Powers. In this he “takes 
the liberty of calling attention to the fact that the objects 
which the statesmen of the belligerents on both sides 
have in mind in this war are virtually the same, as 
stated in general terms to their own people and to 
the world.” He says in part: 

“In the measures to be taken to secure the future 
peace of the world the people and government of the 
United States are as vitally and as directly interested 
as the governments now at war. Their interest, more- 
over, in the means to be adopted to relieve the smaller 
and weaker peoples of the world of the peril of wrong 
and violence is as quick and ardent as that of any other 
people or government. They stand ready, and even eager, 
to co-operate in the accomplishment of these ends, when 
the war is over, with every influence and resource at 
their command. 

“But the war must first be concluded. The terms upon 
which it is to be concluded they are not at liberty to 
suggest; but the President does feel that it is his right 
and his duty to point out their intimate interest in 
its conclusion, lest it should presently be too late to 
accomplish the greater things which lie beyond its con- 
clusion, lest the situation of neutral nations, now ex- 
ceedingly hard to endure, be rendered altogether in- 
tolerable, and lest, more than all, an injury be done 
civilization itself which can never be atoned for or 
repaired. : 

“The President, therefore, feels altogether justified 
in suggesting an immediate opportunity for a comparison 
of views as to the terms which must precede those ulti- 
mate arrangements for the peace of the world, which all 
desire and in which the neutral nations, as well as those 
at war, are ready to play their full responsible part. 

“The President suggests that an early occasion be 
sought to call out from all the nations now at-war such 
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an avowal of. their respective views as to the terms upon 
which the war might be concluded, and the arrangements 
which would be ,deemed_ satisfactory as a guaranty 
against its renewal or the kindling of any similar con- 
flict in the future as’ would make it possible frankly to 
compare them. 

“He is indifferent as to the means taken to accom- 
plish this. He would be happy himself to serve, or 
even to take the initiative in its accomplishment, in any 
way that might prove acceptable, but he has no desire 
to determine the method or ‘the instrumentality.. One 
way will be as acceptable to him as another, if only the 
great object he has in mind be attained.” 

The question of the wisdom of this unsolicited offer 
of the services of President Wilson in the capacity of an 
amicus curiae is to be determined by the manner in which 
the offer is received by the parties in interest. If it 
was best to make the offer, it could not well be presented 
in a less objectionable form, or in’ more felicitous 
language, but we fear that in this attempt to stay the 
high tide of human passion the President will repeat the 
experience of Canute with the tides of the ocean.

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UNIVERSAL TRAINING AND SERVICE. 


While the President has admitted that universal mili- 
tary training is a very attractive theory, he has not 
yet committed himself unreservedly to the principle. He 
has indicated in the discussion of the subject that none 
of the bills before the Senate Committee is satisfactory 
to him. This is a decided advance for the President, 
although it is not taken to indicate that he thinks that 
a law providing military training is one of-the essential 
parts of the legislative program of the session. Up to 
this time the President has not taken any part either 
for or against the movement in Congress for universal 
military service. There is no doubt that he will sign a 
bill if Congress passes one at this session, or during his 
administration. An effort is being made by the advo- 
cates of universal service to enlist the President in the 
cause. It can be stated that he is giving careful con- 
sideration to the subject. Aside from the more pro- 
gressive members, Congress can be described as having its 
ear to the ground. If it appears that there is no serious 
objection to universal service on the part of the public, a 
bill will be passed at this session. A majority of the 
members favor the system or are non-committal; most of 
those who are non-committal will be governed by ex- 
pressions of public sentiment. 

Although some of the prominent members of the Na- 
tional Guard announced a month or two ago that they 
intended to make a fight for a revision of the National 
Defense Act, none of them has made an appearance at 
Washington. Just what will be their plan of campaign 
is a matter of speculation. It is stated that the National 
Guard has not reached an agreement upon any legisla- 
tive program. There is a large and influential element 
in the Guard that is supporting the movement for uni- 
versal training. In any system of universal training the 
Government will have use for all efficient National Guard 
officers. One of the greatest problems to be solved in 
the event of the adoption of universal military training 
will be that of securing officers. With their experience 
on the border, National Guard officers will be invaluable 
in this connection. 

The statements of Major Gen. Hugh L. Scott, U.S.A., 
before the sub-committee of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee on Dec. 18, made a profound impression upon 
the men in New York city who take leading parts on 
both sides of the question of universal military training. 
The Tribune says on this point: “If New York is at 
all representative of the nation, the winter will see hard 
fighting between the preparedness and pacifist groups.” 
It was considered by both sides that the great battle 
ground would be in the West, that Congress would be 
ignored, and that the fight over the question will be 
taken directly to the people. George Haven Putnam, S. 
Stanwood Menken and Henry A. Wise Wood praised 
General Scott’s statements unreservedly. On the paci- 
fist side Amos Pinchot and the Rev. John Haynes Holmes 
were stoutly opposed to General Scott’s ideas, Mr. Pin- 
chot characterizing his action as “a plunge into Euro- 
pean militarism.” The Rev. Mr. Holmes severely con- 
demned General Scott’s references to the possibility of 
a war between the United States and England, with 
Japan as an ally. “A statement of that kind ought 
to call for a rebuke from every citizen in this country. 
A responsible government official who makes such a 
statement should be court-martialed and shet,” this rey- 
erend belligerent declared, showing that he is quite dis- 
posed to any war that does not subject him to personal 
risks as the consequence of the nagging of his scurrilous 
tongue.

FOREIGN SERVICE ROSTER. 


With some modifications, the suspension on the foreign 
wervice roster will shortly be removed. The chief change 
in the system will be an arrangement by which officers 
on the border will not be relieved from commands until 
those who are to succeed them have arrived. It is the 
intention of the War Department to keep a full comple- 
ment of officers with the troops on the border. The 





foreign-service roster was suspended originally on ac- - 


count of the Mexican disturbance, and in putting it into 
effect again, it will be the policy of the department not 
to interfere any more than is absolutely necessary with 
the border service. This arrangement will be only tem- 
porary; and will be modified greatly when the new second 
lieutenants are assigned to organizations. . 

Before the 400 second lieutenants who have recently 


qualified for commissions in the Army are aiadigiiea to 
organizations, they will be sent’ to Fort Leavenworth for 
three months’ instruction. They will be quartered in 
barracks and organized as cadet companies. Some of 
them who have had previous military service will be 
able to complete the course in less than three months. 
As fast as they qualify for commands, they will be sent 
to organizations. _It is understood that they will all 
be assigned to regiments on the border. 

The changes necessary to put the foreign roster into 
effect’ will be made gradually. Not all the officers due to 
return from foreign service will be ordered home immedi- 
ately, as this policy would deplete the organizations on 
foreign: service. Officers will be brought home in such 
manner as not to * seciomay cripple the foreign service.

"WORK OF NATIONAL GUARD LOBBY. 


_ An important feature of the report of Col. G. W. 
McIver, Inf., U.S.A., as acting Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, and a feature that should be kept clearly in 
mind, is that relating to the National Guard lobby at 
Washington. The executive committee of the National 
Guard Association of the United States, as Colonel 
McIver points out, opposed a real federalization of the 
National Guard, and sought to obtain through Congress 
full control of the Guard, and to deprive the War De- 
partment of authority over it. 

In noting the evidence of opposition to real: prepared- 
ness, and the pernicious efforts of the National Guard 
committee to gain absolute control, Colonel McIver refers 
to the draft of a bill (committee print, J. 26698), which 
was offered, he says, with the sanction of the executive 
committee of the National Guard Association.. Speaking 
of the results that would have followed had such a bill 
been passed, Colonel McIver says: 


“The outstanding feature of this draft was the crea- 
tion of a Militia section of the General Staff, composed 
entirely of National Guard officers, with powers so ex- 
tensive as practically to insure the control of the 
National Guard by its own members and to destroy 
such power as was possessed by the War Department to 
control the training of the Militia as an effective Fed- 
eral force. * * * The scope of the examinations to 
determine the fitness of candidates for commission in the 
National Guard was to be determined by the Militia 
section, the examinations themselves to be conducted by 
boards appointed by the governors of States or Terri- 
tories. Regulations fixing the standard of military 
fitness which should entitle members of the National 
Guard to Federal pay were to be prescribed by the 
Militia section. Although projects evolved by the Militia 
section could not be carried into effect until approved 
by the Secretary of War, he could not reverse their 
decision and put into effect plans which appeared to him 
more effective, but could only interpose his objection, and 
if the militia section persisted, a deadlock would result. 
* * * Tt is difficult to escape the conclusion that the 
purpose of this amendment was to create in the city of 
Washington a body of Militia officers in whose hands 
the control of Militia affairs would be vested and through 
whom a practically complete independence from Federal 
control would be attained. 

“Such a result would be deplorable. It would involve 
the predominance of kcal interest, over the interests of 
general national defense. Two systems would have been 
built up, the existence of which, side by side, would 
have destroyed all idea of the co-ordinated action under 
a common control which is the real significance of fed- 
eralization. It would be almost inevitable that Militia 
officers serving in such a capacity would become the rep- 
resentatives of local interests and the wielders of local 
influence for the benefit of local interests in national 
military affairs in much the same way that this function 
was exercised by a group of National Guard represen- 
tatives in bringing local influence to bear on the legisla- 
tion enacted at the recent session of Congress. Their 
official position would give sanction to their statements, 
and their nonamenability to military jurisdiction would 
relieve them from a sense of responsibility for their 
actions. 

“It is but just to say that there was not full concur- 
rence on the part of the National Guard in the views 
of their representatives and in the measures advocated 
by them. Probably the provisions of the new defense 
act as they apply to the National Guard much more 
nearly conform to the ideals and sentiments of the Na- 
tional Guard as a body than the original measure pro- 
posed by the committee of National Guard represen- 
tatives.” 
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While a number of officers were being discussed in 
Washington as the probable successor of Rear Admiral 
Joseph Strauss, U.S.N., as Chief of the Bureau of Ord- 
nance, the nomination of Oomdr. Ralph Earle, U.S.N., 
who had not been widely mentioned, was sent to the Senate 





’ Dee. 21, and before the Senate adjourned, upon suspen- 


sion of the rules it was confirmed. Although his selec- 
tion was a profound surprise Commander Earle is gen- 
erally acknowledged to be especially equipped for this 
important billet. Commander Harle was born in M-ssa- 
chusetts May 3, 1874, and entered the Navy as a naval 
cadet Sept. 6, 1892, served through the various grades of 
the line, attaining his present grade of commander, July 
1914. He has had the following ordnance duty: Inspec- 
tor of powder on East coast; ordnance officer of the new 


' U.S.S."Maine; head of the ordnance department, naval 
’ gtation, Oavite, P.I.; member of Board on Naval Ord- 


nance, Washington, D.O.; inspector of crdnance in 
charge of ‘naval proving ground, Indian Head;-Md. He

was also ordered to the Naval Academy as-head of the 
department-of ordnance during.a period. of reconstruc tion, 
and discharged his important duties in a most satisfac- 
tory maner. Commander Earle served as the :cretary of 
t. : Naval Institute, ..d has been prominently connected 
with that institution. He has written a number of no- 
table technical papers and has always been a close stu- 
dent of the larger problems of nayal affairs. He will have 
the rank of Rear Admiral while in his new office. The 
change in the office of Chief of Bureau is made owing to 
Rear Admiral Strauss having applied for sea duty.

The opinion of the Judge Advocate General is requested 
whether the appropriations for the pay of the Regular 
Army are available for the payment of the temporary 
second lieutenants appointed under the provision of Sees. 
51 and 52 of the National Defense Act, approved June 3, 
1916. General Crowder quotes these two sections and 
the following from the Army Appropriation Act: “For 
pay of members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps appointed 
temporary second lieutenants at $100 per month, $5,000.”’ 
He then concludes that there is no similar specific pro- 
vision for the payment of allowances, such as mileage, 
and commutation of quarters, heat and light, but the 
language of the general appropriation for these purposes 
applies in broad terms to additional second lieutenants 
appointed from the Officers’ Reserve Corps. Congress 
having made provision for the pay proper to such officers, 
it is not to be presumed that provision for necessary al- 
lowances was overlooked and the necessary expenditure 
for allowances to which they may be entitled may properly 
be made from the general appropriation for the Regular 
Army for such purposes. 
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There is not much prospect of an increase in the pay 
of the enlisted men of the Army and Navy, despite the 
favorable expressions on the subject during the hearings 
on the Naval Appropriation bill before the Military Com- 
mittee of the House. It is being recognized generally, in 
Congress that it is only a matter of time until some legis- 
lation for universal military training is adopted. Then 
most of the efficient enlisted men of the Regular Army 
will become non-commissioned officers and be used as 
instructors for the citizen soldiers. Under this policy re- 
enlistments in the Regular Army will be discouraged 
excepting in cases where enlisted men can qualify as non- 
commissioned officers. Under a system of universal mili- 
tary training the opportunities for promotion for efficient 
enlisted men of long service will amount to more than a 
small increase in pay as is proposed in the hearings be- 
fore the House Committee on Naval Affairs. Of course, 
under a universal military training system the policy of 
dealing with enlisted men-of the Navy will be changed 
to correspond with that for the Army. 





The Secretary of the Navy plans to turn the buildings 
of the Naval Prison at Portsmouth, N.H., over to the Ma- 
rine Corps to be used for a training school for officers. The 
prisoners in the buildings are to be placed on the South- 
ery. With the increase in the Marine Corps provided for 
by the last Naval Appropriation Act it will be necessary 
to increase the facilities for training officers. The school 
at Norfolk will not be abandoned, but the one at Ports- 
mouth will be an addition to the facilities of the Marine 
Corps. The Secretary of the Navy is so deeply impressed 
with the work that Chief Btsn. William L. Hill has done 
at the Portsmouth Naval Prison that he has asked Con- 
gress to’ pass the necessary legislation to authorize the 
appointment of Chief Boatswain Hill as a commander 
in the Navy. Under the bill, which will have been intro- 
duced he will be an extra number in the grade of com- 
mander. In discussing his record the Secretary said that 
in his opinion Chief Boatswain Hill has earned an ad- 


miral’s commission.

Construction at the Navy Yard, Philadelphia, Pa., of 
a slip for building one of the four battle cruisers author- 
ized by Congress, has been determined upon by Secre- 
tary Daniels. Private bidders submitted proposals upon 
a percentage basis, and Mr. Daniels said on Dec. 21, 
that unless the Government constructed one of the ves- 
sels, the Navy Department would be unable to deter- 
Con- 
ferences between private companies and Department of- 
ficials were begun on the same day, to agree on a scale 
of profit for the builders, and to draft contracts for 
building the vessels on the percentage basis. 
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Officers of the National Guard wiJl be given an oppor- 
tunity by the Militia Bureau to report and make recom- 
mendations relative to the border mobilization. A cir- 
cular letter will shortly be sent to all superior head- 
quarters of the National Guard, which will contain ques- 
tions upon important features of the mobilization. It 
is understood that some ofthe questions will be designed 
to draw from National Guard officers recommendations 
as to the future policy that should be pursued in hand- 
ling the Guard. It is hoped that the reports will be 
received at the War Department in time to be submitted 
to Congress at this session.

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GLEANINGS FROM :THE NAVAL HEARINGS. . 


With the conclusion of the testimony of Capt. Charles 
W. Dyson, of the Bureau of Steam Engineering, the hear- 
ings on the Naval Appropriation bill closed on Dec. 20. 
The committee adjourned ‘until after the holidays, when 
it will take up the bill and prepare its report to the 
House. The indications are that the recommendations 
of the Navy Department will be followed very closely 
in the bill that is reported to the House. The entire 
committee has shown a more friendly attitude toward 
the Secretary and the Navy officers who appeared than 
in former sessions. - The adequate Navy forces .on the 
committee have been materially strengthened by the se- 
lection of Representative Venable, of Mississippi, to 
succeed. the late Representative. Tribble, of Georgia, 
Mr: Venable defeated: former Representative. Wother- 
spoon in a campaign where preparedness was the pare- 
mount issue. Mr...Wotherspgon had a “little-Navy" 
record in the House, and Mr. Venable. declared himself 
in favor of preparediiess. His selection by the Com- 
mittee on Committees not only strengthened the Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs, but also showed, that the Demo- 
cratic organization is-committed to a larger naval -policy.

Chief Construe- 
tor Taylor told the Committee the battleships authorized 


his session of Congress will, have a displacement of 
42,600 tons, in order to carry the,main battery of twelve 
16-inch guns and make a speed of 23 knots. The tota 
cost of each will be 24,354,450, on present prices. It 
was also stated that the size of the Panama Canal locks 
would prevent any battleship being built for our Navy 
of a greater size than 70,000. tons displacement. : 

Admiral Strauss voiced his opposition to the 16-inch 
guns, holding in favor of the 14-inch weapon. He 
pointed out that most of the naval engagements of 
present war had occurred at a range of 12,000 “<s 40 
yards, and that fourteen-inch guns are more - — 
at this range than the bigger, on account o = 
greater rapidity of fire. In the Jutland battle, Admir 
Strauss said, the fourteen-inch guns did far more dam- 
age than the sixteen-inch guns, although at very long 
ranges the bigger gun would be the better weapon. 
More fourteen-inch than sixteen-inch guns could be 
mounted on the new super-dreadnoughts, he said. site 

Admiral Joseph Strauss, in hearings las 
Bg ‘ccpertnd that the Bureau of Ordnance is experl- 
menting with two air-craft bombs. He stated that 
the erosion is greater on the 14-inch gun than on the 
12-inch, but they could count on a hundred shots from 
either of them. The Admiral said, in reply to a ques- 
tion, “I would like to say that successful target prac- 
tice tends toward higher efficiency in many directions. 
It is not alone to the gun pointers, but to the men 
who supply and handle the ammunition, the men who 
handle the ships, and the men detailed to maintain 
constant speed in the engine room. All of them con- 
tribute toward the success of the whole scheme, and, 
as somebody here has mentioned, it is teamwork through- 
out the entire ship that is desired, and that fact is 
well recognized in the department. I do not think it 
is a good idea to do as Mr. Oliver suggests might be 
done and send a part of one crew to run the engine of 
a ship and another part to fire the guns. Admiral 
Strauss could not tell whether or not-the English were 
building an 18-inch gun, but he did not think that build- 
ing such a gun would be a compelling reason to in- 
duce us to build one like it. Many Navy officers think 
tat a larger number of 14-inch fifty calibers guns are 
more effective than a fewer number of 16-inch guns. He 
was himself a believer in the 14-inch gun and a change 
from the 14-inch to the 16-inch does not represent the 
unanimous opinion of naval experts. 

The U.S.S. Nevada and Oklahoma are being ‘equipped 
by the Navy Department for testing kite balloons for 
~ spotting purposes this year at Guantanamo, according 
to a statement made by Capt. Josiah S. McKean,-U.S8.A., 
before the House Naval Affairs Committee. They will 
cost from $4,000 to $6,000 each, will carry two men 
each and will be about 75 to 80 feet in length and 
30 feet in diameter. The hydrogen gas, with which 
they are charged, will be carried in tanks on board the 
ships. Captain McKean said we have in the Navy at 
the present time the following aircraft: one dirigible, 
three kite balloons and nineteen airplanes, and seventy- 
seven under contract, but not delivered. 

In his testimony before the House Naval Committee, 
Capt. T. P. Magruder, Chief of Division of Militia Af- 
fairs, stated that, “In order that the Naval Militia may 
the sooner become available for use in an emergency it 
is proposed to train them intensively in the duties which 
they will be required to perform when called into active 
service, rather than to give them a general naval train- 
ing. It is hoped in the future to have battleships with 
half crews stationed where they may be utilized for 
training the Naval Militia battalions. Then, in case 
of an emergency, the battalions trained. on those ships 
will be utilized to complete the complements of those 
ships.” 

Surgeon General William C. Braisted, Chief of the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, reports that the Hos- 
pital ship has progressed finely, and everybody seems 
very much interested in pushing it to completion. They 
are getting tlie ways ready in Philadelphia and getting 
ready with their plans to go ahead as fast as they can 
get material. The draftsmen and others interested in 
the construction of the ship have been taken to the 
great Philadelphia hospitals in an effort to teach them 
what is required in the way of operating rooms, kitchens, 
X-ray rooms and all the appurtenances that belong to 
a great hospital.. The young graduates being taken 
into the medical service are reported to be a fine body 
of men. “I would like to say,” said the Surgeon General 
enthusiastically, “how splendidly the legislation of the 
past year has worked out to the benefit of the Medical 
Department of the Navy. In stating that, I do not mean 
to intimate in any way- that we have received more than 
we needed, but it proves to be one of the-most beneficial 
pieces of legislation that I have ever known, in that it 
has corrected almosf all the defects of organization and 
the complaints of the Medical Corps and Medical Depart- 


ment that we have labored under for over half a cen- 


tury.” An interesting account was given of the medical 
activities in connection with the Navy at places like 
Guam, Samoa,: Haiti, and the: far East. The Governor

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THE MACHINE GUN CONTROVERSY. 


The War Department issued a statement on Dec. 17 
concerning the controversy over the Lewis machine gun 
that has the official approval of Newton D. Baker, Sec- 
retary of War, which ends with the statement that the 
Secretary “has directed the controversy to cease.” The 
statement is supplementary to ‘the report made to Secre- 
tary Baker several months ago, dealing with the tech- 
nical aspects of the case. It deals mainly with the 
conclusions of Brig. Gen. ‘©. A. Garlington, Inspector 
General, U.S.A., based on his investigation into allega- 





tions that Col. Isaac N: Lewis, U.S.A., retited,« had” 
offered to give the gun to the Government some yéars* 
ago and also to the effect that Brig. Gen. William Cro-'' 
vier, U.S.A., Chief of Ordnance, and the Ordnance “De- 


partment, as an official bratich of the War Department, 
were responsible for the rejection of the Lewis*gun: The 
War Department’s statement reads: 


“At various times there have..appeared charges and ° 


countercharges. in the press ‘with. reference to the merits 
of the Lewis machine gun.. The controversy reached 


the stage where open letters from high ranking Officers , 
In order to settle. authoritatively. the © 
technical questions involved, a. board was constituted, - 


were published. 


the report of which was recently made public. . In addi- 


tion, the Inspector “General of the Army was ordered , 


to investigate the other aspects of the case.. He. has

OWS: Cae ‘ 
“1. There is. no official. record that. Colonel Lewis 
ever offered a gun of his invention, through any indiyid- 
ual or through the Board -of Ordnance and Fortifica- 
tions, to the United States. Government, free or at .a 
rice. ‘ 
“2. The first and only offer of the gun to the Govern- 
ment, of record, was made by a representative of the 
American Arms Company, .on.Sept. 2, 1913, to the Chief 
of Ordnance—one hundred guns, complete, at .not to 
exceed $1,000 each, and to license the Ordnance Depart- 
ment to manufacture, use, and sell such guns in. the 
United States for a royalty of not to exceed $150 per 


gun. : : 

“3. Such tests as the Lewis gun has been subjected 
to have been under a program authorized by the Board 
of Ordnance and Fortifications and approved by the Sec- 
retary of War, and were made by boards of officers 
named in orders from The Adjutant Genéral’s office— 
one officer of the Ordnance Department on each board. 

“4. The Savage Arms Company, through its Presi- 
dent, in a letter to the Chief of Ordnance with reference 
to the test conducted in April, 1916, stated: ‘The com- 
pany. feels that the investigation has been entirely im- 
partial and regards the board as one very capable of 
judging the value of the investigat?ons to the Ordnance 
Department. We also appreciate the courtesy shown 
us by Colonel Peirce and his assistants.’ 

“5. The proceedings of the boards which tested the 
rifle have been, in each case, duly approved by the Sec- 
retary of War. 

“6. Whatever responsibility attaches to the condem- 
nation of this gun as a service gun belongs to the War 
Department, and not to the Chief of Ordnance or to 
the Ordnance Department. 

“7, The controversy over the Plattsburg test arose 
through the fact that the owners of the Lewis gun had 
ogee | submitted it for two tests to boards convened 

y the War Department, under a program approved 
by the Board of Ordnance and Fortification, and it had 
failed to pass what is known as the arsenal or endurance 
test, thereby losing its right to the field test proposed 
by the program of the Board of Ordnance and Forti- 
fication, or to any test not authorized by the War De- 
partment. 

“8. The records do not show any hostility on the part 
of General Crozier or the Ordnance Department to the 
Lewis gun, but do show that the department, by direc- 
tion of its Chief, afforded the owners of this gun every 
reasonable facility in placing it before the testing board 
at the Springfield Armory. 

“9. The controversy which has arisen does not involve 
questions of fact, merely the value of opinion as to the 
character of test to which this gun was subjected at 
Plattsburg. 

“The Secretary of War has approved these conclu- 
sions of the Inspector General, and, in accordance with 
the latter’s recommendations, has directed the contro- 
versy to cease.” 


MACHINE GUN QUESTION IN CONGRESS. 


According to reports in Washington some of the mem- 
bers of the House Military Affairs Committee do not 
consider the machine gun, question as closed and propose 
questioning General Crozier concerning the Lewis gun 
when he appears before the’committee, not in a spirit of 
criticism or opposition, but simply as seekers of informa- 
tion. Representative Hubert A. Dent, chairman of the 
Military Affairs Committee, said on Dec. 18 that the 
committee at an early date would observe the gun in 
operation. It was suggested by Representative Julius 
Kahn that the committee attend a trial of the gun, and 
the committeemen are favorable to the suggestion. Mr. 
Dent said that members of the Military Affairs Com- 
mittee were unfamiliar with the technical details of the 
controversy and had not taken sides. There is 4 disposi- 
tion to permit the Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Ordnance to handle the matter. Secretary Baker is also 
scheduled to appear before the committee, and he, too, 
will be questioned concerning the controversy. : 

Senator Chaniberlain, chairman of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, said to a reporter of the New 
York Times, on Dec. 18, that while he was interested ‘in 
the question he did not expect his committee to take any 
immediate action on the selection of a machine gun. 
“Unless something new should develop,” he said, “show- 
ing that fraud had been perpetrated on officials of the 
War Department, or ‘on the inventor of the gun, ‘we 
would be inclined to accept as ‘final the report of the De- 
partment on the Lewis gun.” 7

partment on Dec. 19 that. the Machine Rifle Board, after 
being reconvened, adhered to its original recommendation

4,000 
Vickers machine guns: had: been: contracted: for by the 
Ordnance Department: These guns will cost $750 each. 
The contract includes accessories which bring the total 
sum involved up to $5,500,000. Further contracts willbe 
made for.. outfits, spare ;parts and ‘other. appliances, 
bringing the total.sum to.be.spent on these siaekine guns

to $9,500,000. All of the guns will be made in the United 
States by the Colt’s: Patent Fire Arms Manufacturing 
Company, of Hartford, Conn., which has been building a 
plant for the manufacture of the Vickers gun. : 
_ The Machine Rifle Board also recommended that a 
light type of machine gun be ‘adopted, but that this light 
type should not be adopted until after tests to be con- 
ducted at the Springfield Armory, beginning May 1, 1917. 
the board recommended the immediate purchase of 4, 
Vickers. machine guns of the present adopted pattern, 
for United States caliber .30 service ammunition, and 
960° pack outfits for the same rifle,

CAPTAIN SIMS ON BATTLE CRUISERS. 
Capt. W. S. Sims; U.S.N., ‘made’ a statement:as ‘to 
battle cruisers and other features of modern war vessels 
and methods before the House Naval Affairs Committee 
on Dec. 19. He declared that if the United States were 
to be forced into a war with a strong naval power, with- 





‘-out being equipped with battle cruisers, American com- 


merce would be destroyed and the Navy swept from the 
sea. . Sending ordinary. cruisers against battle cruisers, 
Captain Sims said, would be like sending one troop of 
cavalry against four troops of cayalry. ,Great Britain, 


“he declared, controls the seas because her battle cruisers 
- are more numerous and superior to those of Germany. He 


further expressed the opinion’ that without a sufficient 
fleet to engage an attacking force it would be impossible 
for this country to defend the Panama Canal despite the 
land _ fortifications. Any one of the European Powers 
could destroy the canal-if it could first defeat the U.S. 
Navy, he said. Land fortifications of the canal, Captain 
Sims declared, will not be prepared to withstand ‘attack 
for two years because of the heavier caliber of guns 
which are now being used upon first line battleships. 
Captain Sims showed a series of charts of the Jutland 
battle. In the Falkland Island battle, Captain Sims 


‘said, the German commander probably would have de- 


feated the British if he had forced the action to close 
range instead of running from the heavier, swifter ships. 
At 3,000 yards, he said, the ‘greater number of 8-inch 
German guns would have torn the big British ships to 
pieces. The British battle cruiser Indefatigable Cap- 
tain Sims undoubtedly meant either the Invincible or In- 
flexible as they were the only two battle cruisers re- 
ported in the fight) was struck thirty-four times as it 
was, he said, but at such a distance that not a man was 
wounded nor any damage of consequence done. 

Captain Sims told the committee Great Britain had 
solved the problem of submarine attack. “Submarines 
cut no ice,” he said, “so long as a fleet controls the sur- 
face. If we had 500 submarines they would count: for 
nothing’ if the enemy had ships and scout boats to hold 
the surface. They must keep out of sight of the scouts.” 
He described how destroyers and other small scout craft, 
co-operating with airplanes or battleships, capture sub- 
marines in nets. When an airplane sights a submarine 
beneath the surface, he said, it circles about, and the 
watching scouts close in to drop a light, strong net about 
the underwater craft. The only escape is to plunge 
more than one hundred feet from the surface call stay 
there. At the present rate of Navy building, he added, 
the United States would have a fleet of reasonable size 
in four years, but not before. 

Captain Sims also declared his opinion that 14-inch 
guns were superior to the 16-inch weapons with which 
new American battlecraft would be armed. There was a 
wide difference of opinion in the Navy, he said, but le 
believed a ship equipped with 14-inch guns, if properly 
handled, would defeat a ship equipped with an equal 
number of 16-inch guns.

GENERAL SCOTT’S ESTIMATES, 

The 3,000,000-man mark set by Major Gen. Hugh L. 
Scott before the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
as the requisite number of trained reserves this country 
should maintain, is the “highest figure yet presented pub- 
licly to the country by any competent estimator,” says 
the New York Evening Sun of Dec. 20. This. sum 
would include one-fifth of the male citizenry between 
twenty-one and forty-two years of age, but, the Su 
adds: : 

“On his record General Scott deserves to have his 
advice carefully considered. His Army record has been 
made particularly in the part of military diplomat and 
conciliator. By his gifts for such work he has per- 
haps saved more lives than would need be taken to 
acquire a considerable fighting reputation. Not even 
David Starr Jordan himself is half as much of a real 
pacifist, in the creditable sense, as he. If this man 
tells the Senators that we need 3,000,000 trained troops, 
mobilizable in ninety days, he is uttering neither the 
impulsive notions of a member of the military caste nor 
the guess of an ignorant or stupid outsider, nor an opin- 
ion put in his mouth by others. 

“Based on long military experience, broadened by a 
larger outlook than that of his profession, his opinion 
cannot be brushed aside. It may be excessive, but the 
Scott contentions supporting the demand for 3,000,000 
men will need to be overthrown if excess is to be proved. 
The extent of our frontiers. and coasts, the greatly 
increased army of Britain, the enhanced power of Japan, 
the uncertainty of the Mexican future have combined 
to make advisable the organizing of a greater Army than 
seemed necessary before Japan had imposed her condi- 
tions of 1915 on China or England had enacted com- 
pulsory service.” 
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MEXICAN JOINT COMMISSION MEBTS. - 

When the members of the American-Mexican Joint 
Commission resumed their sittings on Dec. 18, in Phil- 
adelphia, Pa., the American members. were officially in- 
formed by the Mexican members that. General Carranza 
had not yet ratified the protocol signed in their. con- 
ference at Atlantic city. It was understood that he 
has. not. definitely> refused to sign the. protocol ag it 
stands, but that he has asked for an interpretation 
of certain phases of the document. Carranza’s. attitude 


is said to be based on the statement made by Secretary 
Lane after the signing of the protocol that. the United 
States had told the Mexicans that it reserved to itself 
the right to cross into Mexico in .pursuit of raiders 
= Pge ne _ hog F pemnoracg in mee A 
n. the exercise of this . . Carranza is reported to 
object to any such arrangement unless. the Piteritan 
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commanders along the border havé the right similarly 
to pursue fugitives into the United States. ; 

Carranza signed no communication to the commission, 
but authorized Mr. Pani to draft and submit the state- 
ment intended as a counter-declaration of policy. It 
was learned that the Mexican Commissioners were em- 
powered to use their judgment in phrasing the document, 
and that they were urged by Carranza not to Gause a 
break with the Americans if it could be avoided. The 
written report was placed before the Commissioners at 
the afternoon session. The Americans did not give 
the Mexicans a reply, but after the late session consid- 
ered the counter-declaration at a meeting by themselves. 

On Dec 19 the American commissioners submitted a 
450-word statement to the Mexican members as a reply 
to Carranza’s counter-declaration. The latest statement 
to Carranza is believed to be a refusal to amend the 
protocol and yield to the First Chief’s demand for an 
unconditional withdrawal from Merico. To give time 
to have this submitted to Carranza, the Commission 
adjourned to an “indeterminate date.” 
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CHANGES IN ARMY OFFICERS’ UNIFORMS. 


Relative to changes in the uniforms of officers of the 
Army, we are officially informed that members of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps are officers of the United States 
Army, and will wear uniform and insignia of the arm, 
corps or department and grade to which they belong. 
It has also been decided that until further orders, pro- 
bationary officers will be required to provide themselves 
only with the service and dress uniforms with the arms 
and personal and horse equipments pertaining to their 
yank and duty, except in the Southern Department, 
where the matter is left to the judgment of the Depart- 
ment Commander. 

The cap ornament for members of the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Training Corps is to consist of a wreath enclos- 
ing the letters R.O.T.C., all to be of bronze. The letters 
R.O.T.C. are also to be worn on_the coat collar. 

As to the cloth badge prescribed by Appendix VI. of 
General Orders 49, 1916, the ground work and lettering 
are not both to be of the same color, representing the 
various arms of the service for which the respective 
members of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps are 
undergoing training. The groundwork of the badge it- 
self without a border must be of the olive drab color 
of the service coat to which the same is to be attached. 
The letters to be embroidered upon the same must be 
of the color of the several arms of the service respec- 
tively. ; , 

In addition to the Regulations and Specifications for 
the Uniform of the Army, with amendments to date, 
issued from the office of the Quartermaster General, the 
other latest publications which relate to uniforms are: 
G.O. No. 32, War Department, 1916, pertaining to the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps; G.O. No. 48, War Department, « 
1916, relating to the issue of supplies to schools and 
colleges ; No. 49, War Department, 1916, having 
reference to Reserve Officers’ Training Corps; Regula- 
tions for the Regular Army Reserve and Suggestions 
of The Adjutant General of July 7, 1916, upon the sub- 
ject of rank insignia for adoption by military societies 
and institutions of learning where military instruction 
is given.

FEDERAL WIRELESS OWNERSHIP. . 


Following close on the recommendation of the Direc- 
tor of Naval Communications, that the Government 
should purchase all commercial shore radio stations, as 
printed in the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL, for Dee. 16, 
page 489, bills were introduced in the Senate and House 
on Dee. 19, providing for such’ purchase among other re- 
forms of the Act of 1912, regulating wireless stations. 
The Senate bill was introduced by Mr. Fletcher, of Flor- 
ida, while the House bill was submitted by Congressman 
Alexander. 


_ The bills, which are identical, propose the authoriza- 
tion of the Federal government to, purchase commercial 
stations where the owners are willing to sell at a fair 
valuation; would permit government-owned plants to be 
opened for private commercial business, and in the in- 
terest of national defense, would throw restrictions about 
the participation of aliens in the control or operation 
of American wireless. Every private concern opera- 
ting in the United States would be required under the 
bill to bring at least two-thirds of its stocks under 
American ownership, and to have a two-thirds majority 
of Americans on its boards of directors. No alien would 
be licensed as an operator in any land plant on Amer- 
ican territory. 

In a statement, issued by Mr. Alexander, on Dec. 
19, outlining the provisions and purpose of the Admin- 
istration bill, he said all the changes proposed in the 
present law were designed directly to aid in finally 
establishing a government control that should be com- 
plete and exclusive. “The purpose,’ the statement 
reads, “is ultimately to establish a complete and exclu- 
sive government system of commercial radio communica- 
tions-between the coast of the United States and outly- 
ing possessions and ships at sea. The need of such 
government ownership and operation in time of war 
has been shown by the events of the last two years, but 
there is a strong need for relief from the mutual inter- 
ference between stations, with resulting reduction in the 
amount of business that can be handled by radio teleg- 
raphy in a given area.”

Col. Harry L. Rogers, chief Q.M. of the Southern De- 
partment, returned to San Antonio, Dec. 13, after having 
made a two weeks’ study of modern warehouse construc- 
tion in Northern cities, with a view of incorporating them 
in the making of the new supply depot to be built at 
Fort Sam Houston. On his tour of inspection Colonel 
Rogers visited Chicago, Detroit, New York and Balti- 
more. In these cities he inspected some of the largest 
business establishments in the country. ‘The trip,” said 
Colonel Rogers to a representative of the San Antonio 
Express, “‘was one of the most instructive I have ever 
taken. I went through warehouses and large business 
concerns that are acknowledged to be the most modern in 
equipment and construction in the United States. All of 
the information I acquired will be of incalculable value 
to us in planning the construction of the supply depot 
here. In short, I studied the ‘last word’ in building 
methods and in appliances and devices for facilitating the 
handling of supplies.” 

Police Commissioner Arthur Woods, of New York 
city, on Dec. 20, received a letter from Secretary of War 
Baker, that is looked upon as a Christmas present. Mr. 
Baker stated that the War Department was ready to 
refund the $6 for food expenses which each of the 2,550 
policemen paid during the two weeks’ military instruc- 
tion at Fort Wadsworth, §.I., last summer. Each po- 
liceman paid $6 before going to the camp. No complaint 
of this is made, and no explanation is given of the decision 
of the War Department to refund the money, which 
totals over $15,000.

The U.S. monitor Amphitrite arrived at Bridgeport, 
Conn., Dec. 16 from New Haven after an unusually 
rough time on the short run, the waves at times breaking 
over the forward turret.

The U.S. torpedoboat Shaw was launched at the navy 
yard, Mare Island, Cal., on Dec. 9, at 12:30 p.m., and 
at 2:20 p.m. on the same day the keel of the Caldwell 
was laid on the same slip. The Shaw, it is expected, will 
be commissioned early next month and will be assigned 
to duty with the U.S. Atlantic Fleet, and will leave the 
Pacific coast in March next. The Shaw is named after 
Capt. John Shaw, who won honor in the war with 
France. He was born in Ireland in 1773, and died in 
Philadelphia, Sept. 17, 1823. When hostilities with 
Frazce began he entered the United States Navy as a 
lieutenant in 1798. E 

Comdr. George W. V.illiams, U.S.N., attached to the 
U.S.S. Oregon and Federal inspector for the Naval 
Militia along the Pacific coast, arrived in Portland Dee. 
8 from California on his annual inspection tour of the 
coast. He viewed the Oregon Naval Militia in the prepa- 
ration of that body for the muster in to the Federal ser- 
vice, as provided under the bill recently passed by Con- 
gress. Not only did the persennel of the organization 
undergo a careful scrutiny, but the equipment and the 
arms were inspected and the armory. 

The Federal steamboat inspectors at New London, 
Conn., made a report on Dee. 19 on the case of the col- 
lision between the German merchant submarine Deutseh- 
land and the tugboat T. A. Scott, jr., which occurred in 
the Race off that port on Nov. 17. A mistaken bell signal 
given on board the tug was responsible for the collision, 
the report says, adding: “We are satisfied that the’ 
Deutschland was beirg navigated in a careful and compe- 
tent manner by Capt. Paul Koenig, prior to the collision ; 
that he did all in his power to avert the collision, and 
that he made all due cfforts to effect-the rescue of the 
crew of the T. A. Scott, jr., all of whom were. evidently 
pe ag at their posts of duty, so quickly did the tug 
sink.’ 

In remembrance of her son who was drowned twenty- 
one years ago while heroically trying to save the life of a 
comrade, Mrs. M. A. Ommanney, of Stanford University, 
Cal., has written to the Commandant of the United States 
Marine Corps, enclosing a contribution for the purpdse of 
sending a little Christmas remembrance to some Marine 
serving his country“in Haiti. With the letter was a brief 
homily to be sent to the recipient of the gift, filled with 
motherly sentiment and advice, and an offer to adopt the 
marine as her own son, should he be without a mother. 
Major General Barnett was so impressed with the 
thoughtful sympathy expressed by Mrs. Ommanney in 
her letter, that he has considered it worthy of being 
brought to the attention of both officers and men of 
United States Marines, serving in all parts of the world. 

Forty-one members of the graduating. class of the New 
York Nautical School received their diplomas on Dec. 
13, qualifying them for positions as officers on America’ 
merchant vessels. Commodore J. W. Miller, N.Y.N.M., 
chairman of the board of governors, opened the com- 
mencement exercises. The diplomas’ were presented by 
Dr. John H. Finley, State Commissioner of Education. 
The prize for the “First Honor Graduate” in the deck 
department went to Emery K. Bicknell, and for the 
“First Honor Graduate” in the engineering department, 
to Joseph De Size. George L. Donnelly was the win- 
ner of the coveted prize for “activity aloft.” 

When distress calls were sent out by the passenger 
steamer Powhatan, which sank off Norfolk, Va., Dec. 
13, after a collision, the U.S.S. Pennsylvania and other 
vessels of the Atlantic fleet placed their surgeons on 
board the destroyer Nicholson, and she, with the de- 
stroyer Cummings and the hospital ship Solace, started 
for the scene of the collision. There were a dozen or 
more physicians and nurses on board the Soiace.- The 
passengers, however, before the arrival of the war ves- 
sels, had been taken off the Powhatan by the steamer 
Jamestown, of the Old Dominion line, and also nine of 
the crew injured by a boiler explosion. 

The schooner yacht Mariette, for many years Snaetie 
of Jacob F. Brown when he was vice commodore o je |

States government to be one of the Haiti Coast Guard 
fleet. She is being overhauled at Quincy, and will leave 
there for Haitian waters in about a month, manned 
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with a crew from the Charlestown Navy Yard. The 
Mariette, which is built on the lines of a Gloucester” 
fisherman, is of fifty tons register, is eighty-seven feet 
over all, eighteen feet beam and twelve feet draught. 
She is equipped with a 56-horsepower engine. The 
Mariette is to be commanded by a warrant officer of 
the United States Navy. : 

The U.S.S. Severn, formerly used as a submarine 
tender, and whose name was changed from the Chesa- 
peake, Tune 15, 1905, has been sold by the Navy Depart- 
ment to Francis J. McDonald, of Ardmore, Pa., who 
intends to make some changes in her construction and 
use her as a commercial sailing vessel. The Severn 
was taken from the Navy Yard, at Norfolk, Va., Dec. 
20, 1916, by tugs to Philadelphia, where the changes 
will be made. The purchase price is understood to 
have been in the neighborhood of $40,000. Bids for the 
sale of the ship closed on Dec. 7, and $20,000 was the 
minimum price which the government would consider. 
The Severn was built in 1898-1899, at Bath, Me., and at 
one time was at the Naval Academy in connection with 
the training of midshipmen. 

The submarine H-3 was reported on Dec. 20 to be 
nine feet deep in sand off Eureka, Cal., where she 
grounded Dec. 14, 1916. A proposal has been made 
that a lumber crew build a skid road down the beach 
to the vessel, pull her out with a donkey engine and 
across half a mile of sand*to Humboldt Bay, where 
she may be overhauled and relaunched. Thirty days 
would be required for the work, it is said. 

The U.S.S. Mississippi, now building at . Newport 
News, Va., will be launched on Jan. 25, according to 
an announcement made on Dec. 21. Miss Camille Mc- 
Beath, of Meridian, Miss., daughter of J. M. McBeath, 
National Committeeman from Mississippi, has been 
named by Secretary Daniels to christen the warship. The 
silver service of the old battleship Mississippi, retained 
when the vessel was sold to the Greek Government, will 
be presented to the new ship. 

The completion of the first year of the deep-sea diving 
school, established at the U.S. Naval Torpedo Station, 
Newport, R.I.. was marked on Dec. 22, by the graduation 
of twenty chief petty officers of the Navy. All the gradu- 
ates have qualified in diving to a depth of not less than 
150 feet, with the use of compressed air, and some of 
them have reached greater depth in the so-called diving 
tank off Fort Wetherill, in the deepest part of Narragan- 
sett Bay. 

With our thanks for the good wishes inscribed thereon, 
we return congratulations to the United. States Navy 
Publicity Bureau, for the good taste and beauty of its 
official Christmas card, a specimen of which has just 
reached the JouRAL’s office. The decorations—printed 
in three colors—depict a press-room scene, with several 
rosy-cheek sailors hard at work, superintended by of- 
ficers, and surrounded by the conventional holly leaves.

NAVY G.C.M. CASES. 

The Navy Department made public this week court- 
martial orders relating to eight officers of the Navy. 

Asst. Paymr. James P. Jackson was found guilty of 
embezzlement, culpable negligence and inefficiency and 
neglect of duty, and was sentenced to lose six numbers in 
his grade. The sentence was approved. ; 

Comdr. Arthur MacArthur, U.S.N., was found guilty of 
culpable negligence and inefficiency in the performance of 
his duty. This was incident to the running of the U.S.S. 
San Francisco on a shoal off the Massachusetts coast, 
Commander. MacArthur being in command. He was sen- 
tenced to be placed at the bottom of the list of com- 
manders, and there to remain until he shall have lost a 
total of ten numbers. The sentence was approved. 

Comdr. R. R. Belknap was charged with improperly 
hazarding the U.S.S. San Francisco in consequence of 
which it was charged she was run on a shoal and seri- 
ously injured. A second charge was a violation of a law- 
ful regulation issued by the Secretary of the Navy re- 
garding the navigation of the ship. Commander Belknap 
was found guilty of both charges and was sentenced to 
lose ten numbers. The sentence was approved. 

Lieut. (J.G.) William S. Nicholas was charged with 
I. Improperly hazarding the vessel under his command 
(U.8.S. Terry) in consequence of which she was run on 
a shoal and seriously injured. II. Through inattention 
and negligence suffering a vessel of the Navy to be run 
upon a shoal and seriously injured. III. Culpable negli- 
gence and inefficiency in the performance of duty. The 
court found all the charges and specifications not proved, 
and fully acquitted Lieutenant Nicholas. 

Second Lieut. Philip T. Case, U.S.M.C., was found 
guilty of disobeying the lawful order of his superior offi- 
cer, and of conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
discipline. He was sentenced to be placed at the foot of 
the list of second lieutenants, until he shall have lost fifty 
numbers. The sentence was approved. The Major Gen- 
eral Commandant and the Secretary of the Navy, both ex- 
pressed the opinion that the sentence was inadequate. 

Btsn. William H. Morin, retired, was found guilty 
of conduct unbecoming an officer and gentleman, incident 
to non-payment of debts, and of disobedience of an order 
of the Secretary of the Nevy. He was sentenced to dis- 
missal, the sentence being approved. 

Chief Pay Clerk William H. Crap was found guilty of 
neglect of duty, and was sentenced to be restricted to 
his ship or station for a month, and to loose $50 of his 
pay. The Secretary remitted the period of restriction, but 
approved the fine. 

Chief Pay Clerk Frank D. Foley was acquitted of a 
charge of drunkenness and the finding was approved. 

The findings of four naval courts-martial have been ap- 
proved by the Navy Department. Lieut. (J.G.) Anson 
A. Merrick, U.S.N., has been sentenced to lose twenty 
numbers for absence from duty without leave. Lieut. 
(J.G.) Daniel S. McQuarrie has been found guilty of 
drunkenness and conduct prejudicial to good order and 
discipline, and is sentenced to lose thirty numbers. P.A. 
Surg. Charles P. Lynch, U.S.N., has been placed at the 





foot of the list of his.grade, where he will remain until 
he loses five numbers. He was found guilty of Leing 
absent from his station and duty at the expiration of his 
leave. Lieut. Comdr. Clarence S. Kempff, U.S.N., has 
been acquitted by court-martial of the charge of culpable 
inefficiency in the performance of his duty, growing out

CONGRESSMEN CATECHISE GENERAL SCOTT. 


Major Gen. Hugh L.—Scott, U.S.A., appeared before 
the House Military Affairs Committee on Dec. 21 and in- 
formed the~members that a definite plan for universal 
military training will be laid before Corgress next month 
in the shape of a bill formulated by the General Staff of 
the Army, accompanied by a complete estimate of the 
cost, as compared with the present volunteer system. 
This, as we understand, will be a supplement to the re- 
port on a proper military policy made Ly the War Col- 
lege last session. It will provide for a year’s training. 

General Scott was subjected to sharp cross-examination 
on his reiterated recommendation for a universal service 
measure. Five of the twenty-two members of the com- 
mittee took occasion to assert belief in the theory of uni- 
versal service, while two emphatically declared against 
such asystem. To a suggestion by Mr. Tilson, of Con- 
necticute, who is a colonel in the National Guard, than in 
the recent Mexican affair “the Regular Army fell down 
harder in proportion than the National Guard,’ Gen- 
eral Scott replied: “We make many criticisms of our- 
selves,” adding that a report on the Army’s share in the 
mobilization had been asked for and would be presented. 

“Do you think we will ever get the kind of army we 
should have as long as high officers of the Regular Army 
refuse to bow to the mandates of Congress?” insisted 
Representative McKellar. “You are condemning the sys- 
tem before it gets started. Do you think it is a good 
thing for generals of the Army to be coming out with re- 
ports and newspaper and magazine articles knocking the 
system ?”’ 

“I was sent here by the President and the Secretary of 
War to present my views,” replied General Scott. 

“How close will this system you have proposed bring 
us to militarism?’ asked Representative Littlepage. 

“Absolutely away from it,” answered General Scott. 
“I do not see that there is anytk‘ng like militarism in it. 
It’s a democratic system.” 

General Scott said the training camp regulations were 
being formulated. Major Novice, of the General Staff, ex- 
plained that the War College committee had construed 
the rejection by Congress of the Federal Volunteer plan 
proposed by ex-Secretary Garrison as forbidding the or- 
ganization of Army units other tkan those specifically 
authorized. 

On the preceding day General Scott advocated an im- 
mediate increase in the personnel of the General Staff 
from fifty-five to ninety-two officers and the giving of 
wider discretionary powers to the Chief of Staff to pro- 
vide for extensive war plans and the gathering of foreign 
military information. He also urged the creation of a 
general and a lieutenant general; provision for a ranking 
equivalent of a vice admiral of the Navy; and the aboli- 
tion of the rank of brigadier general, prometing all pres- 
ent brigadier generals to pajor generals. 
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GOVERNMENT RELIEF WORK IN THE SOUTH. 


Following the great storms of July, 1916, which did 
such damage in the states of North Carolina, South Caro- 
lina, Georgia, Alabama, Florida and Mississippi, Congress 
adopted a joint resolution appropriating $570,000 and au- 
thorizing the Secretary of War to provide relief for the 
sufferers. The resolution set forth three methods for 
furnishing the relief: 1. By supplying such needs as may 
be suitable to produce quick growing crops to provide 
food for the population and animals. 2. By providing 
employment under the supervision of Army officers and 
in co-operation with local officials. 3. By furnishing 
supplies of the Quartermaster and Medical Department 
for a limited time to those who are destitute and unable 


to work. 

The quick growing seeds were supplied through the 
Agricultural Department and all other relief measures 
were administered by the Secretary of War through the 
Engineer Corps of the U.S. Army. The devastated sec- 








tions were almost entirely agricultural, and owing to- 


local conditions, the problem was one of helping the peo- 
ple over a period of three or four months that must be 
lived before they could begin to realize on new crops. 

Great care had to be exercised in the administration of 
relief to prevent pauperization. All applicants for free 
supplies or medical attention were subjected to careful 
examination and investigation to prove that they were 
both destitute and unable to work. The amount of such 
free supplies issued was relatively small. Most of the 
relief was given by employirg the destitute on road work, 
there being not enough river improvement or other public 
work of the United States to furnish employment to the 
destitute in the stricken localities. 

The road work was carried on in co-operation with 
the state, county and other local officials. Only those 
actually destitute were employed and more fully to safe- 
guard the United States against abuse of its effort to 
help the deserving, the wages paid were fixed at from 
fifty per cent. to seventy-five per cent. of the current 
wages in the locality. The work on the roads was con- 
fined almost entirely to grading and drainage by hand 
labor, as in that, way the greatest benefit could be de- 
rived, and practically all the money expended go direct 
to the laborer, very little being needed for the purchase 
of material. 

The success of the efforts of the Government is at- 
tested by a letter from Senator Underwood, of Alabama, 
who says: 

“I write this letter to express my thanks to you and 
the other members of your corps who accomplished the 
great work of relieving our people in Alabama from the 
flood situation last summer. The work was splendidly 
done. The relief was immediate and accomplished the 
results desired without bringing any demoralization in 
its wake. Our people were thoroughly satisfied with its 
accomplishment, and I have heard no complaints and 
only praise of the efficient and capable way in which 
you and the members of your corps handled the situation.” 

General Black in transmitting this letter said: “It is 
suggested that this letter be forwarded to be placed with 
other papers on flood relief matters now before the board 
appointed by Par. 45, 8.0. No. 251, War Dept., 1916, as 
it may assist in determining the weight that should be 
given the methods used in this last flood relief.” 

The Secretary of War added the endorsement that fol- 
lows: “Approved. It is a source of great gratification to 
m: that this service was so admirably performed, and I 


direct the Chief of Engineers to express.my apprecia- 
tion to the officers immediately concerned.” 


VIRTUES OF THE DIESEL ENGINE. 


New York Yacht Club, Dec. 18, 1916. 
To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In your issue of Dec. 16, page 501, there appears some 
comment concerning the performance of the Diesel engines 
of the Maumee, which, perhaps not so intended, is rather 
misleading. From the comment in your paper it might 
be inferred that the engines of the Maumee have not met 
requirements; quite the contrary is the case, They have 
operated in a very satisfactory manner both in shop tests 
and on board ship. While the first trip of the Maumee 
was-not a trial trip, but a shaking down trip, full power 
was not attempted, but there is no lack of speed in the 
vessel and all indications are that she will exceed her 
designed speed by a gooc margin. 

statement is made that the chief cbjection to the 
Diesel engine is the large amount of heat which it gen- 
erates. It is difficult to understand what is meant by 
this statement. What your informant evidently meant 
was that high temperatures are experienced in the cylinder 
of the Diesel engine. This matter has been successfully 
handled in the Maumee’s engines. The alterations being 
made in the Maumee’s machinery are not in the engine 
preper, but the cooling tank located in the vessel’s double 
bottom. All indications are that Diesel engines will be 
more extensively used especially on vessels of moderate 
speed. The Disscl engine can also find a successful appli- 
cation on large vessels in conjunction with electric drive 
installations. 

Diesel engines of the type installed in the Maumee were 
not contemplated to be used on battleships, but they are 
suitable for auxiliary vessels where the extra space re- 
quired is available. They can be used on fast vessels as 
well as slow ones. The chief advantage of the oil engine 
is its great economy, and that oil engine installations re- 
quire less personnel to attend their operation. Diesel 
engines require less than half the fuel that a steam engine 
plant requires. 

On the same editorial page I notice comment concern- 
ing the expected difficulty in arranging contracts for ves- 
sels to pay on a percentage basis. Such comment is made 
by those unfamiliar with the subject: The scheme is a 
businesslike one, and, to a considerable extent, has been 
in operation in the Navy for many years in adjusting 
costs of changes on naval vessels. The boards on changes 
have no serious difficulty in adjusting awards and ap- 
peais from their decisions are exeeptional. I have served 
on boards on changes for machinery during periods of 
several years and the method of adjusting costs, some of 
them hundreds of thousands for single changes, is quite 
simple and feasible. If the majority of our ships’ con- 
tracts were let on this scheme both the Government and 
the shipbuilder would profit.

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UNIVERSAL MILITARY TRAINING MEETING. 


The first annual convention of the National Associa- 
tion for Universal Military Training was held in Wash- 
ington, D.C., on Dec. 16, Lieut. Gen. S. B. M. Young, 
U.S.A., the president of the organization, being the prin- 
cipal speaker. General Young said, in part: 

“We advocate military training of all young men 
physically and mentally fit for at least one year with 
the colors in any year from the age of eighteen to twenty- 
one, because of its value in building up their health. 
The physical condition of our young men, as shown by 
the late examination of National Guardsmen, calls for 
at least one year of military training and regular living 
as a necessity on the basis of health, the development 
of manly and independent qualities, alertness of mind and 
body, promptness in action, individual hygiene and disci- 
pline, respect for authority, obedience to law—a weak 
point in our national character is our impatience of all 


legal restraint—and the unifying influence created by 
the association of the young men of all races and of 
all classes. There is no doubt in my mind that a 
shoulder-to-shoulder association will tend rapidly toward 
the decline of our unmanly, un-American and senseless 
class distinctions. 

“The old ways of national thinking, or perhaps I may 
say lack of thinking, and-also the old ways of na- 
tional action, have been materially and obviously per- 
manently changed, and there has come to us, from the 
great human tragedy which is being enacted in Europe, 
an entirely new conception of ourselves as American 
citizens. Since the disappearance of the hatred and 
animosity engendered by our Civil War, our patriotism 
has found its extent and satisfaction in mouth service 
and idol worsbip, but lately a new patriotism has sprung 
up and is rapidly growing. This new patriotism has an 
intense hatred of war, but it is willing to be fully pre- 
pared to fight to the death for the preservation of our 
rights and the protection of our property; and this new 
patriotism realizes fully and vividly that our national 
security can be. guaranteed only through the proper and 
thorough training of the entire nation in all branches 
of preparedness.” - 

General Young then described the experience of the 
U.S. Army during the last year in endeavoring to in- 
crease the strength of the Army. “After one year’s 
experience,” he said, “the War Department finds it 
impossible to fill vacancies and increase the regular 
standing Army to the authorized limit by voluntary 
enlistments. This, however, may be partly due to the 
unprecedented demand for laborers in our industrial 
plants. Nevertheless, this helpless condition confronts 
those who are held responsible for the maintaining of 
our Army at the meager standing force authorized by 
aw. 

“T appeal to you here and now to rally around the 
standard which this association is carrying forward, 
and devote to it the best energy you possess, and through 
our organized effort help to arouse our people to the 
great need for a system of universal military training to 
the end that our institutions and the fair name of Lib- 
erty shall be handed down to posterity ‘unimpaired. 
From our united effort will spring a national conscious- 
ness—a national solidarity—which will give notice to 
all the world that we have the courage and the will to 
defend our sovereignty and our ideals—that we are a 
Nation indeed—a nation fully conscious of her power 
and determined to use it-in defense of right and justice 
to the end that peace and culture may find a permanent 
home within our. borders!” 

Governor Charles 8. Whitman, of New York, also ad- 
dressed the convention. “It is easy to give figures,” said 
Governor Whitman, “to show our national helplessness 
and to show how easily we would become a prey te 
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foreign powers, but it is quite a different matter to 
present a constructive plan of action. What we have 
done in New York is largely in the nature of an experi- 
ment. I have been accused by many of being a blood- 
thirsty monster, simply because I have advocated mili- 
tary training for boys. I also have been accused of 
trying to instil in the youth of the State a love-of 
plood and slaughter, simply because I advocate their 
learning how to use a rifle and to shoot straight. 

“One of the good by-products of the war in Europe 

has been that it has aroused us to a sense of physical 
weakness and national unpreparedness. ‘The great need 
of war is physical fitness and the willingness to obey, 
which is not a very general American trait. Our com- 
pulsion is not the compulsion whieh—comes from_ the 
whim of a monarch, but it springs from the will of the 
whole people. Of course, we have a right to demand 
that a citizen do something to protect his country. 
There is nothing more ridiculous than the suggestion 
that compulsory service is inconsistent with American 
freedom and American ideals.” 
. In a review of the chief work of the organization for 
the past year, which was devoted to finding out what 
was the attitude of the people of the United States 
toward the question of universal military training, the 
Association says, through its secretary, Mr. H. H. 
Sheets: ‘“BHighty-seven and five-tenths per cent. in favor 
of the adoption by law of a system of universal military 
training in the United States is the verdict the Ameri- 
can people have handed down for the consideration of 
Congress, and if their will, as expressed through this 
yote, shall become law, it will be notice to the entire 
world that we have the will, the courage, and the in- 
telligence to establish in time of peace a sound military 
policy, and what is more, that we have the patriotism 
to tax ourselves in time’of peace in support of it.”

The War Department has purchased about 1,700 acres 
of land on lower Chesapeake Bay, near Fort Monroe, 
for use as an aviation experimental and proving ground 
for the Army, according to an announcement made on 
Dec. 16.

COAST GUARD NOTES. ; 

In a freezing northwest gale sweeping the Virginia coast the 
Coast Guard cutter Yamacraw put out from Norfolk, Va., 
Dec. 16, to assist the schooner Edwin R. Kirk, reported in 
danger of going ashore five miles southwest of Cape Charles 
Lightship. 

Representatives of the U.S. Coast Guard Service inspected 
the Monongahela River on Dec. 20 and conferred with Pitts- 
burgh steel manufacturers in regard to establishing -a Coast 
Guard cutter service on the Monongahela and other tributaries 
of the Ohio River to assist in relief work in time of flood or 
disaster, and to enforce navigation laws. The trip up the 
Monongahela was made in company with the U.S. Army 
Engineers in the Pittsburgh district. Contracts will be let 
soon for three cutters to be used on the Ohio River and its 
tributaries. The cutter service was made possible by an ap- 
propriation of $240,000 by Congress in the Naval Appropria- 
tion bill of Aug. 24. 

The Mackinac was placed out of commission on Dec. 20, 
and the Tuscarora Dec, 16. 

Assistance was rendered the wrecked submarine H-3, ashore 
near Humbolt Bay, by the McCullough on Dec. 19. 

The Seneca arrived at Tompkinsville on Dec. 16 with the 
crew of the Army transport Sumner. 

On Dec. 5 the Seneca received orders from the Division 
Commander, New York Division, to investigate the obstruction 
occasioned by the wreck of the schooner barge Tunkhannock, 
A search in the vicinity of Beach Haven, N.J., disclosed the 
wreck and the buoy marking it.. It was badly broken up, with 
only the mast showing. The Seneca towed the spar about five 


, miles and turned it over to proper authorities.

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THE SIXTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FINAL) SESSION. 

Congress will be in recess for the holidays, Dec. 23 to 
Jan. 1, inclusive. ; 

The Senate on Dec. 15 agreed to S. Res. 292, which 
directs the Secretary of the Navy to inform the Senate to 
what extent, if any, naval officers and employees are now 
permitted to purchase food supplies through Government 
agencies, what reduction from the prevailing market 
prices of such food supplies is hereby obtained by such 
officers and employees, and whether it would be prac- 
ticable to grant similar privileges to other employees of 
the Government. 

The Senate on Dec. 16 agreed to S. Res. 294, directing 
the Secretary of the Navy to send to the Senate reports 
made in 1916 on submarine batteries, including the re- 
port on the explosion in the submarine E-2. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs recommend 
the passage of the bill, S. 4360, “that the President of the 
United States be, and he is hereby, authorized to exchange 
public lands set aside for military purposes in the terri- 
tory of Hawaii, where not needed for such purposes, for 
private lands of practically equal value in the same terfi- 
tory that are needed for military purposes, the lands so 
acquired by exchange to be given thereby the same status 
as lands set aside from the public domain by the President 
for military purposes.” 

The Acting Secretary of War submits supplemental 
estimate of appropriation required by the Ordnance De- 
partment for the service of the fiscal year 1918: Auto- 
matic machine rifles, $5,265,000; automatic machine rifles 
for National Guard, $4,921,000; total, $10,186,000. 

The Committee on Military Affairs has given consid- 
eration to the bill, H.R. 9547, authorizing the acceptance 
by the United States Government from the Kenesaw Me- 
morial Association of Illinois.of a proposed gift of land 
on the Kenesaw battlefield in the state of Georgia and 
recommends its passage by the Senate. 

The Secretary of War submits a proposed paragraph 
of legislation for inclusion in the Sundry Civil bill for 
the fiscal year 1918, as follows: “The appropriation of 
$5,000 made in the Sundry Civil Act approved Aug. 1, 
1914, for unveiling and dedicating the memorial to Gen. 
~lysses S. Grant, and for each and every purpose con- 
nected therewith, including erecting and taking down 
viewing stands and putting the grounds in sightly con- 
dition, which was made available by Sundry Civil Act 
approved July 1, 1916, for the said purposes during the 
fiscal year 1917, is hereby made available for the said 
purposes until expended.” ; 

The Secretary of War requests that appropriations for 
the payment of mileage of certain Army officers be made 
immediately available. The Secretary says: “Army field 
clerks having over twelve years of service, at least three 
years of which shall have been on detached duty away 
from permanent station, or on duty beyond the conti- 
nental limits of the United States, or both, and field 
clerks, Q.M. Corps, are by law entitled to mileage, but 
that there is no appropriation from which the same can 
be paid.” 

The Acting Secretary of War submits supplemental 
estimates required by the Q.M. Corps of the Army for 
the service of the fiscal year 1918, as follows: Extension 
of San Francisco National Cemetery, $12,116; construc- 
tin of roads and walks, Arlington National Cemetery, 
$23,061; addition to military reservation, Schofield Bar- 
rks, Hawaii, $36,500; post office building and quarters 
for postal employees, Schofield Barracks, Hawaii, $26,000; 
total, $97,777. 

The Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce, 
to whom was referred the bill, H.R. 18086, for the con- 
struction of Coast Guard cutters, report thereon with an 
amendment to strike out $1,100,000 and insert in lieu 
thereof $1,350,000, as the limit of cost of three cutters 
a thorized by the bill. 

A letter from the Secretary of War to Congress trans- 
mits a tentative draft of a bill te reimburse officers, sol- 
diers, and civilian employees of the Army and their 
families and dependents, and military organizations, for 
losses sustained as a result of the hurr‘cane which oc- 
curred in Texas on Aug. 16, 17 and 18, 1915 (H. Doc. 
No. 1768). 

Secretary Daniels has recommended to the House Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs that Sec. 1570 of the Revised 
Statutes of the United States be amended so that every 
seaman, landsman or marine who performs the duty of 
fireman on board any vessel of war shall be entitled to 
receive thirty-three cents a day in addition to his com- 
pensation as seaman, landsman or marine. 

Secretary Daniels has written a letter to the chair- 
man of the House Naval Affairs Committee expressing his 
approval of the bill (H.R. 19070) affecting the composi- 
tion of retiring and examining boards, which is noted in 
this issue under the heading “Bills Before Congress.”

H.J. Res. 320, Mr. Gardner.—Protesting against mediation 
by the United States in the European war.

When any such 
enlistment contract does not contain such obligation, the en- 
lised man shall not be recognized as a member of the National 
Guard until he shall have signed an enlistment contract and 
taken and subscribed to the following oath of enlistment, upon 
signing which credit shall be given for the period already 
served under the old enlistment contract: ‘I do hereby ac- 
knowledge to have voluntarily enlisted this day of ———, 
19—, as a soldier in the National Guard of the United States 
and of the state of , for the period of three years in 
service and three years in the reserve, under the conditions 
prescribed by law, unless sooner discharged by proper au- 
thority. And I do solemnly swear that I will bear true faith 
and allegiance to the United States of America and to the 
state of ————, and that I will serve them honestly and 
faithfully against all their enemies whomsoever, and that I 
will obey the orders of the President of the United States and 
of the governor of the state of , and of the officers 
appointed over me according to law and the rules and articles 
of war’: Provided, That an enlisted man may, at his election, 
perform one or two years or the whole period of three years 
of his reserve service in active service: And provided further, 
That at the expiration of six years of active service an en- 
listed man may re-enlist in active service for a period of one, 
two, or three years additional service as he may elect without 
further liability to reserve service.’’ 

H.R. 19054, Mr. Timberlake——To waive the age limit and 
the disqualifications of being married in the appointment of 
Charles P. Norman. 

H.R. 19068, Mr. Gard.—To amend Sundy Civil Act of 
March 3, 1915, so that ‘‘the following persons only shall be

H.R. 19071, Mr. Padgett—To amend Sec. 44 of the Act to 
codify, revise, and amend the penal laws of the United States, 
approved March 4, 1909, to read: ‘‘Whoever shall willfully 
trespass upon, injure, or destroy any of the works or property 
or material of any submarine mine, or torpedo, or fortifica- 
tion, or harbor-defense system owned or constructed or in 
process of construction by the United States, or shall wilfully 
interfere with the operation or use of any such submarine 
mine, torpede, fortification, or harbor-defense system, or shal] 
knowingly, wilfully, or wantonly violate any duly authorized 
and promulgated order or regulation of the President govern- 
ing persons or vessels within the limits of defensive sea areas, 
which defensive sea areas are hereby authorized to be estab- 
lished by order of the President from time to time as may be 
necessary in his discretion for purposes of national defense, 
shall be punished on conviction thereof in a district or circuit 
court of the United States for the district or circuit in which 
the offense is committed, or into which the offender is brought, 
by .a fine of not more than $5,000 or by imprisonment for a 
term of not exceeding five years, or by both, in the discretion 
of the court,’’ 
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Captain de Beauchamp, the aviator who bombed Essen 
and IMMunich, and whose death was announced on Dee.

FIELD TESTS OF MACHINE GUNS. 


To THE Epitor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

A great deal has been said and much has been written 
about the wonderful qualities of the Lewis machine gun. 
The Ordnance Department has been severely criticized for 
its stubborn blindness in refusing to accept the new gun, 
which so-called experts have agreed is a perfect piece of 
mechanism. It has such a few number of parts, it is 
easily taken apart, it never jams, a novice can operate it 
with nothing else than the point of a cartridge, are some 
of the claims most often heard. 

‘The writer was also quite enthusiastic about the Lewis 
gun, before he saw it, as the wonderful qualities of the 
new gun on paper was certainly. far superior to any gun 
the Army possessed. But does the new gun come up to 
the standard claimed for it Personally I have been 
greatly disappointed in it for the following reasons: 

This fall in the Brownsville District there has been 
two tests prescribed for machine-gun companies stationed 
in this district. One test was held in October and one 
in November and were held to determine the proficiency 
of the various machine-gun units. The tests were in no 
way a comparison of organizations or of the various types 
of machine guns, but as a member of.the Machine-gun 
Board, I was fortunate enough to observe and record the 
various tests. _ 

Seven machine-gun companies and one ‘machine-gun 
troop were tested. Five of the companies weré arimed 
with the Benét-Mercier and pack mules, two with the 
Lewis guns and Ford trucks and the machine-gun troop 
with the old model Vickers-Maxim and pack mules. In 
the test in October among the events were the following: 
No. Event. 

. Packing of guns and equipment (time). 

: Action front (time). 

. Withdrawing from action. 

Taking apart gun blindfolded, 1 man per gun. 

. Assembling gun blindfolded, 1 man per gun. 

. Reducing a jam, 1 man per gun. | rad 

All conditions were practically similar, and to avoid 
details the following table will show the time of the gun 
squads of each of two companies and the average. time 
of all gun squads. The two companies armed with Benét- 
Mercier, whose scores I am giving, were Regulars. The 
two Lewis gun companies were National Guard organi- 
zations, but I do not lay the poor showing of the Lewis 
guns to that.reason. ;

For the 
Benét-Mercier, the first company had an average for its 
four guns in disassembling of 40”, in assembling its av- 
erage time was 1’50” and for changing extractors 81”. 
It may.be stated that the men used by this company were 
all first-class privates, not a non-commissioned officer 
being used. 

For the Lewis, the time of the best company inthe 
same events and conditions are 2’ 89”, 6’ 28” and 1’ 11”, 
aud incidentally this ry used non-commissioned offi- 
cers, the first sergeant ing one. The companies had 
m5 Ps Lewis guns for about sixty days previous to 

e test. 

The figures speak for themselves and show an over- 
whelming superiority for the Benét-Mercier. In addition 
it may be said that the Benét-Mercier guns afe more 
completely disassembled than the Lewis gun as the Lewis 
gun in this drill did not have its barrel and parts dis- 
mounted from the radiator ¢asing. 

; In the November tests two of the events were as fol- 
CWS:

1, Taking apart gun blindfolded, 1 private per gun. 

2. Assembling gun blindfolded, 1 private’ per gun. 

These events were duplicates of Events 4 and 5 in the 
October tests, except that it was stipulated “one private 
for each gun” instead of “one man.” .

The figures this time are even more in favor of the 
Benét-Mercier, although the Lewis gun companies had 
had nearly six weeks additional time to master their gun 
since the first test. ‘The first test also shows that to 
change the extractor on the Benét-Mercier requires about 
tkirty seconds average time, while on the Lewis it takes 
between 1’11” to 1’ 26”. - Also it may be remarked that 
to change the barrels on a Benét-Mercier requires: from 
ten to fifteen seconds, while on the Lewis it is an opera- 
tion of several, minutes. The claim is, of course, that the 
Lewis gun does not need to change barrels. This is 
absurd. What is the extra barrel for? a, 

As stated before, these tests were not intended as a 
comparison of the two guns, which makes the compari- 
son all the more reliable, since competition was eliminated 
and an impartial judgment secured. Comparing eight 
guns of each type should be a rather fair comparison 
The personnel of the N-tional Guard Lewis gun com- 
panies were as competent as could be expected and while 
the Lewis guns in the hands of Regulars could be handled 
probably in better time, yet it is not thought they- could 
compare with the Benét-Mercier. As for the Vickers- 
Maxim, on account of its method of assembly in large 
units, parts can be changed even more rapidly than the 
Benét-Mercier. . : 

It is quite evident then that the Lewis gun cannot. be 
disassembled, assembled or parts changed as quickly as 
can be done with either of the other guns, nor can a nov- 
ice operate one; in so far as taking the gun apart..In re- 
spect to other points I do not believe the Lewis the su- 
perior or even the equal-of the other two.guns. My first 
experience with a Lewis gun was when. a captain of a 
Lewis gun company - attempted to show how..the gun 
opersicd. He ‘placed a blank in the gun and: pulled the 
trigger, the bolt carrying the cartridge-home;.in trying 
to extract the shell ‘by drawing the charging handle back 
he was uiiable even by force to do so. He had to gét a 
s.zond gun to show me how it worked. Incidentally the 
blank was a.service cartridge with -the bullet and powder 
drawn and,.the cap fired. It was not deformed in any 
way. i F 
I borrowed a. ‘Lewis gun for the use of my company 
and we made ourselves familiar with its parts and opera- 
tion. At present it has a very inferior form of sight,-as 
it has only a large peep and can be set only by a microm- 
eter adjustment. No deflection can be set with it, as it 
has no windage adjustment. This makes its use with 
auxiliary aiming points and night firing boxes rather lim- 
ited, as all such aiming points must be in a direct line 
with the target. 

As the present gun is not furnished with a tripod it 
cannot be used accurately for searching fire (i.e., fire in 
the direction of depth) for it must be. fired from the 
shoulder with its light field mount, -which is nothing 
more than a barrel rest. For long range fire it is not as 
accurate as a‘rifle as its poor sight and lack of mount 
prevent careful sighting. ‘ 

The chief superiority claimed for the Lewis gun is that 
it will fire while the others won’t. The favorite stunt of 
the Lewis gun operator is to deform cartridges by ham- 
mering them with a bolo or by use of pliers and. then 
firing them. ‘This is really an absurd test, for it would be 
indeed a rarity that a. machine-gun has to fire cartridges 
that are deformed. However, after witnessing a Lewis 
gun fire a number of these deformed cartridges I asked 
them to deform some ee a Benét-Mercier. Then to their 
amazement the Benét-Mercier fired everyone without the 
slightest mishap. In fact, a Benét-Mercier should be 
more capable of firing .a deformed cartridge than the 
Lewis, as its actuator spring is stronger than the return 
spring of the, Lewis and.is more capable of, forcing .a bent 
cartridge home. .The force of the moving parts is also 
greater while to extract. the cmpty shell the American 
service charge:is héavier'than the British. ; 

The chief. difficulty ‘that I have ever had. with Benét- 
Mercier guns Has been“the ruptured cartridge case,’ i.e., 
extractor pulling off ‘base of cartridge*leaving remainder 
of casing in chamber. ‘But the first timée*I ‘saw a Lewis 
gun company fire I saw this same jam happen to ‘them. 
It was fipally, reduced. by one of my men with a defective 
cartridge,extractor, ....- :

In regard to the sights it may be added that the Benét- 
Mercier is also fitted with a telescopic: sight. 

That the Lewis gun is proving its superiority in Europe 
is questionable. It is not replacing other guns, but is 
rather augmenting them, and the chief use made of it is 
by th: British for poy vers, motorcycles, airplanes, etc. 

The reason that the Benét-Mercier has not been a suc- 
cess, if it has not, in our Army, is more because of lack . 
of well trained personnel than for: any other reason. 
When all officers realize that the best of machine-guns 
jam and are worthless with lack of trained men, that, on 
the other hand, a machine-gun properly handled will ac- 
complish miracles, then and only then will we achieve 
success with them. But capable, interested officers and 
enlisted men above the average intéHigence must be as- 
signed to machine-gun units and must work hard, pains- 
takingly and constantly if our guns are to be handled 
efficiently, both in regard to tactics and to the ‘mechan- 
ical operation of the guns themselves.

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GERMAN STRATEGY.

To THE EpitTor OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Direct attention to the “reports” of the submarine fleet 
on this side of the Atlantic and its object. Germany has 
resumed (quietly) her original policy. She thinks .(logi- 
cally) we will at_least “sever diplomatic relations,” ‘As 
she did on..the border of Belgium,).and later -Roumania, 
she has prepared a-“coup”-‘on our own coast. ‘She will 
then declare :-war. -. - ae: 6 

Her large mercantile marine fleet cannot, now be- used 
for the purposé for which ‘it was primarily created, i.e., 
the transport -of troops across the Atlantic Ocean... This 
fleet is permanently: interned, but not so’-with her sub- 
marines. She is smiling at our credulity in supposing 
that she is building ‘mercantile submarines’? for com- 
mereial purposes. They.are manifestly inadequate. The 
Bremen may not-be “lost’; nor are .quite.a number..of 
her sister submarines. They are pow being used as 
movable bases and are passing and repassing with fuel, 
ete., for the submarine fiéet which is undoubtedly dis- 
tributed along our Atlantic littoral, from the Gulf of 
Mexico to the “Bay of Fundy.” 

That they are there—the numerous reports cannot be 
doubted—is reasonably certain. A war submarine with 
a Deutschland as a tender could stay on this side in- 
definitely. If despatched for the destruction of allied 
commerce (as a matter of common sense) they would be 
visibly at work. But this is not the case.. Her object is 
twofold: ist, by a hint of their presence to intimidate 
us; 2d, to be ready for immediate action when the time 
to strike comes. 

The question may be asked, “Does Germany intend 
anything very practical by such a coup?” The answer 
is in the negative. She is now approaching the end and 
can (temporarily) inaugurate a reign of terror on our 
defenseless sea border, which will gratify her present state 
of feeling and do immense temporary damage to our un- 
prepared Navy and mercantile marine.. At the close of 
her hostilities in the foreign field she will leave behind 
her a memory here—a “wholesome terror of Germany”—- 
in the years to come! If she is able to accomplish this 
she will consider her effort in this matter quite repaid. 

Every precaution should be taken to reduce this danger 


to a minimum.

The California Commandery of the Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion of the U.S. appointed a committee to 
consider the question of, preparation for national defense, 
which atthe: quarterly. meeting on Nov. :9 presented 
resolutions which were unanimously adopted. They re- 
cite that in the-interest of honorable peace and security 
from foreign aggression, and that harmony with all 
other nations may continue, the Commandery recognizes 
the necessity..of adequate and ample means of National 
defense, on ‘land ‘and ocean; while opposed’ to the idea 
and practice of. ‘‘militarism” to.,the acquisition of new 
territory by: foree of arms, -and-to war in general, : the 
Commandery “fiftily believe an ample Army and Navy 

ill: di ge-any-. orf f invasion -by a -forei 
an ager ingens met Eger oat « 
guarantee: of peat egy Tecognise the importance and 
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value of having our boys (upon whom the Nation must 
rely in the future) instructed in military and hygienic 
discipline, not only as a guarantee for the preservation 
of our Republic, but for the betterment of their physical 
and moral condition. Experience shows that military 
drill and instruction in schools is not productive of 
Militarism or desire for war, but of order, obedience, 
discipline and health.” 

It was, therefore, resolved that a committee be ap- 
pointed to secure the co-operation of all other patriotic 
societies and kindred organizations in California, in a 
definite and persistent campaign, to demand such legis- 
lation by the Federal Congress as will enable our Gov- 
ernment to prevent hostile aggression, and also to aid, 
encourage and stimulate school authorities to carry out 
the laws of the State in relation. to Cadet Companies 
in high schools, and also to introduce instruction in the 
“School of the Soldier” (without arms) in other schools. 

The Commander appointed a committee, who met on 
Nov. 13, and organized under the name of the National 
Defense League of California, and elected the following 
officers: Lieut. Col. H. G. Mathewson, N.G., Cal., 
chairman; Brevet Major J. C. Currier, U.S.A., vice 
chairman, and Brevet Col. W C. Alberger, U.S.V., sec- 
retary. 

In sending these resolutions, the Secretary, Colonel 
Alberger, writes: “Many members of the Loyal Legion 
are comrades in the Grand Army of the Republic, and 
have always been devoted to the education of children 
in the public schools, leading to patriotism and love of 
country, and this Commandery has only broadened their 
efforts in the manner indicated. I am pleased to say 
that we are meeting with success, notwithstanding seri- 
ous opposition. Our work is being increased to a much 
greater extent, covering other important movements in 
this and other directions.”

Fort Bliss, Texas, Dec. 16, 1916. 

The radio stations at this post have been completed and the 
first message sent Was between Gen. George Bell, commanding 
the El Paso, District, and Gen. Frederick Funston, command- 
ing the Southern Department at San Antonio. It is possible 
that all Government messages from this point to points along 
the border betweem San Antonio and Columbus, N.M., or 
Douglas, Ariz., may hereafter be transmitted over the wire- 
less. 

The different Ohio regiments have spent the week in field 
maneuvers, in conjunction with Regular Army regiments, com- 
manded by the United States officers.

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The Revista Marittima (Rome) states that the Ger- 
man navy at the present time consists of twenty-seven 
dreadnoughts, including the battle-cruisers, nineteen pre- 
dreadnoughts, without counting the sniall cruisers of 
the “Hagen” class, three armored cruisers,  thirty- 
two to thirty-four light cruisers, 148 destroyers, sixty- 
five torpedo boats, and a problematic number of sub- 
marines, says a translation of the article in Shipping 
Illuscrated. According to recent information, it would 


appear that the additions to the German naval forces 
include a certain number of monitors and a few war- 
ships which had been formerly struck out from the list 
and have been rendered invulnerable to submarine ex- 
plosions. The monitors are for service against the Rus- 
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sian mobile defenses and batteries, The Germans use 
their old cruisers to convoy merchant steamers in the 
Baltic. It is stated that the battleship “Ersatz Worth” 
is very similar to the “Queen Elizabeth.” According to 
semi-official Austrian information, the “Ersatz Worth” 
has a length of 623 feet, and her speed would be nearer 
25 knots than the 21.5 knots which is generally ascribed 
to her. The battleship ‘T’’ (budget of 1913), the “Er- 
satz Worth” (budget of 1913) and the “Ersatz Kaiser 
Friedrich III’ (budget of 1914), in construction when 
war broke out, belong to one and the same class; 
according to some, one of the first two of these units 
has received the name of “Bayern.” 


THE COST OF MUNITIONS. 


In the first and second reports from the (British) 
Committee of Public Accounts, under the heading “Vote 
for the Ministry of Munitions of War,” particulars are 
given with regard to the cost of shell, from which it 
appears that this has now been reduced from 25 to 30 
per cent., compared with the prices paid during the early 
period of the war. It appears that whereas the cost of 
the 18-pounder bodies was formerly from 20s. to 23s., 
the price has now been cut to 12s. 6d. The prices for 
4.5 shell ranged between 47s. and 65s., and these have 
now been cut down to 33s. 6d. Sixty-pounders that 
formerly cost from 68s. to 82s. 4d. are now cut down 
to 52s. 6d. The 6-inch shells which cost from 80s. to 
99s. formerly are now being made for 70s.; the 9.2-inch 


shells which now cost £11 7s. 6d., formerly cost from 
£13 2s. 6d. to £15 5s. As complaints have been made 
that the Ministry of Munitions did not appear to deal 
equitably with the small producers of shell, it is interest- 
ing to note that an attempt has been made by this de- 
partment to regulate, to some extent, the prices paid 
in inverse proportion to the output; that is to say, the 
prices paid to the smaller makers are somewhat higher 
than those to the larger producers. 

A range of prices was fixed by the department running 
from the works producing 200 per week to the firms 
producing 2,000. The 200 per week shop was cut to 
16s., and the 2,000 a week shop to 14s. on the 18-pounder 
shell. For quantities over 2,000 contracts are made as 
low as 12s. 6d. With regard to the 4.5 Mark V shell, 
makers of not more than 200 per week received 46s. per 
shell body, while contractors for 1,500 per week were 
paid 39s. In these cases the forgings were supplied by 
the Ministry to the works at a specific price. The 
4.5-inch shell forgings were charged at the rate of 18s. 
each. As the forgings were bought at 13s., the govern- 
ment was getting a set-off of 4s. to 5s. It appears from 
the evidence given by Mr. S. H. Lever to the committee 
that these new prices have been fixed as a result of a 
system of costing in the national shell factories, from 
which a monthly return in detail of the cost of each 
shell is furnished. The cost covers labor, material and 
all overhead expenses, except depreciation of plant and 
interest on capital, and in many cases where services 
are given free. The management salaries are not in- 
cluded.—The London Engineer.
